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On September 26, 1958 at 8:30 the Communist Party of the 

U. S. held a 39th Anniversary 'celebration at Carengie Hall. 

The orchestra section was completely filled with some standees'. 

The first row of box seats was also well filled. Most of 

the people-, were middle aged or older persons with a smattering 

of young people who seemed to be the sons or daughters of the 

middle aged people. There were very few negroes.

Morreau, James Jackson and several persons wno had attended 
the Victory meeting of Sept. 20, 1958, names unknown, 

On the platform the following persons were seated: Arnold 
-Johnson, Bob Thompson, Ben Davis, Eugene Davis and Mildred 
McAdory. Behind these people on the platform were seated 

some twenty others, among whom only Sam and] |were 

familiar. 

Bill Albertson was chairman, and after a brief intorudction 
about the Communist Party he introduced Arnold Johnson. He 
spoke about Gil Green and Henry Winston. He felt that the 
President should pardon them as previous presidents had done 
in the past, for political prisoners or that the parole board 
should parole them in as much as they had served sufficient 
time to be paroled. '"BTlT~*Albertson asked the audience to 
send telegrams to the President and the parold Board. 
Albertson stated that greetings had been received from the 
Communist Parties of Several of the South American countries. 
He read the message which had been received from Communist 
China which urged that the U. S„ Party fight revisionists 
in its own ranks, He also read a letter from, the Cuban 
Socialist Youth Organization relating the actions of the 
Batista regime. 

Eugene Dennis was the next speaker. He said that the situation 
in the Par East was very dangerous. He said that any attack 
on Communist China would be an attack on all the Soviet 
countries. He called for sending telegrams to President 
Eisenhower and John Poster Dulles demanding th&t the U. S. 
not interfere in China's internal affairs, and for the 
withdrawal of American troops and the stopping of convoying 
Of military supplies to Quemoy and Matsu. 

Albertson Introduced several persons who had been members 

of the party for £ long time or who had done outstanding ^ S 

work for the cause. Among them were Mrs. Willie McGee, 
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English's sister, Rose Worth William Patterson and others. 
^tldreritcTOrTwas the nex^spp-aker. She condemned the New 
York City Board of Elections for rejecting Davis Petition. 
She said that they had used the excuse of the signatures 
being illegibile. She said that a campaign to write in 
Davis names was'started. She said that the negroes in Harlem 
were very much for Davis even though some of them had been 
afraid to sign the petition. She said that the Communist 
Party, had gained favor during the campaign, and some young 
people had been recruited. She asked that the people in the 
audience help in the write in campaign for Davis to get the 
people who signed the petition, to register, and to show them 
how to write in on the ballot. 

Albertson made a call for funds to finance the campaign for 
Davis. There were several fifty dollar donations, a two 
hundred dollar anonymous donation, a $45 donation from the 
West Burnside Club, and many $5 and $1 donations. 

A Tape recorded message was heard from William Foster who 
gave a summary of the progress of the party. 

Ben Davis was the next speaker. He spok e on the integration 
policy and said that the President's go slow policy was hard 
to take after 300 years of se gration . He said 'that if the 
people in Washington started an atomic war, it would be the 
end of Jim Crowism as well as capitalism. Davis said that 
President Eisenhower's policies in the Ear East made him 
unfit to hold office and that he should "be impeached.. He 
saluted the children' s march on Washington for intergration 
which will be Oct. £5. Concluding the program was a dramitized 
presentation of the' history of the Party written by Philip 
Bonosky.

On September 26th,. 1958 at -8s30 P.M* there was 
held at Carnegie Hall, 57th Street and 7th Ave.. In New York 
City the 39th Anniversary Convention of the Communist Party 
U.SiA. The orchestra section was enirely filled with a few 
persons standing. The first row of box seats was also well 
decupled. 

The audience was largely composed of middle aged 
and older persons. The small number of negroes present was 
noticeable. 

The situation on the platform was this. Behind 
thespeakers chair were six chairs. These were occupied by 
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Arnold Johnson, Bob Thompson, Ben Davis, Eugene Dennis and 
Mildred McAdory. The sixth chaii 5 was occupied by a dark 
haired slim man in the early thirties who* Was not identified. 
After leading in the singing of the National Anthem, he left 
the platform and did not return. 

Behind these dignataries there were seated ori^the 
platform about twenty persons. Sam and 
only familiar persons- in this group..

Bill Albertson presided and, after a short introduction 
praising the achievements of the American Communist Party, 
introduced Arnold Johnson as the first speaker, .He spoke about 
the- ^martyrs' 1 Gil Green and Henry Winston. He compared these . 
communists incarcaration with previous miscarriages ox. justice 
in American history. He called for the pardoning or parole of 
Winston and Green. Bill Albertson called for the audience to- 
send telegrams to the President to pardon these men and to 
the Parole Board to grant their parole. He urged the listeners 
to get the organizations they belonged to, to do the same. 

Albertson said that messages had bean received from 
Argentina, Venezuela and Columbia. He read the message from 
CoSmunist China. He also read a letter from the secretary 
of the Cuban organization of Socialist youth deploring the 
actions of the Batista regime. 

Eugene Dennis devoted his talk to the cause of 
the Chinese Communists in the Formosa strait. He called for 
complete withdrawal- from Formosa and the offshore islands of 
American troops and military supplies. He said that an 
American attack on Communist China would bring down on us tne 
powere of all the Communist coutries. He called f or ^the 
recognition* of" the Corfimunist ChTna by the United States and 
her admission to the United Nations'. 
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Albert son lauded various old Communists who/had 
led activities during the depression. He introduced 3/arious 
persons among whom wer e Mrs Willie McG^e* 0 ol itT Engj/jshj^ 
sister, Rose Worth ^arioTvarious leaders :a»om airrereht parts 
of •c'he* country. 

Mildred McAdory who is Ben Davis' campaign secretary 
then spoke. She deplored the action of the New York City 
Election Board in erjecting Davis' petition. She said that^ 
many of the persons whose names were stricked off the petition 
by the election board as illegible were educated and 
professional persons . She stated that an appeal had been made 
to the Foley Sauare court,. The past actions of this court 
had obliged the Communists to file an appeal with little hope 
of success. Plans were being made to start a write in campaign. 
She said that the drive to get names on the Davis petition 
had been valuable in other ways. They claimed to have obtained 
much good will for the Communists in Harlem. She said that 
there had been some recruitment of yot^th, a group badly needed. 
There were very few negroes at the convention either young or 
old, however < The called for the comrades to help in a 
campaign to get alTmany persons who signed the petition as 
possible to register. 

Albertson made a call for funds to finance the 
write in campaign. There were a few fifty dollar donations 
and many small but no statement was made of the ammount 
collected. 

Atape recorded message from the ill William Foster 
praised the progress of Socialism and Communism. 

Ben Davis whose expression did not change the 
whole night was the last speaker. His angry declamations 
brought little more applause than had greeted his predecessors. 
His talk was devoted to the integration problem and the Far 
East crisis. 

He contrasted the do nothing action of President 
Eisenhauer in the integration struggle in the South and the 
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active policies of the American government in the Par East. 

He said the President, she. Id je impeached for his 
attitude and lack of action on integration and warlike policies 
in Quemoy. 

Davis placed the Communist Party fully behind 
the complete integration of the negro into American economic, 
social and political life. He saluted the Childrens March 
on- Washington for Integration. Hesaid the march was supported 
by labor and religious leaders. He gave no indication of any 
closer connection of the Communist Party. 

He said that a war would be brought on by the 
atom bomb mad capitalists. This would not only destroy xhe 
Communist Party but would also destroy the Jim Crow Plutocrats 
and Capitalism. 

Bob Thompson did not speak. Concluding was a 
narration written by Philip Bonosky connecting actions by 
American Communists with forces in American history.

A 39th Anhiversary celebration of the Communist Party and 
Ben Davis Election Rally took place in Carnegie Hall^ 1§4 
W 57 St 5 Friday evening, Sept 26. Admission was $1.00. 
About 75 people gathered in the lobby at 7:08 and 
were admitted at 7:15. The program* to start at 8:00 P.M.,, 
did not begin until 8:20. All of the 990 seats in the main 
recital liafl were filled. The first of three balconies had 
about 2G0 persons in %t. The other balconies remained empty. 
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(Total capacity of recital hall, 2,700.) Although m§rar of 
the speakers, and audience wore red tiea, red acces§J&£ies^ 
dresses, and some had red roses, the atmosphere wa^%Qty-one 
of jubilation. It was very somber* Even the mos^^ouS^fSj^ 
speeches failed to bring forth more than medium app$aus& 
responses. The lack of enthusiastic reactions may^have vfe%h 
due to the fact that the night was very hot and the plac& 9fes 
sweltering. Several xromen made trips up the aisle to complain 
about 'ILasik of air-conditioning. Both men and women mopped 
foreheads , continuously. The two rows of persons seated on 
the stage were equally uncomfortable. (About 7 women^and 17 
men, white and colored) . An usher w^s overheard ce$$§^- it 
"an orderly crowd." . . *> %<®i r 

A short, square build man, dark hair, dark rimmed glasses 
opened the program without identifying himself. He said that 
the occasion was an opportunity for everyone to rededicate 
themselves to the principles for which the Party stood, and 
to work harder than ever toward th^t ideal state, the 
brotherhood of man Communism. He explained that during 
the 39 years many charter members and non-^Communists helped 
promote progress of the party. A small portion of the group 
was represented on the platform. He introduced quickly a 
James Davis on of Calif. . a Sadie Vampine.

Patterson. (Alexander Trachtenberg 1 s name mentioned, but he 
was not on the platform, but seated in the front audience). 
Other names were mentioned too rapidly to all be retained 
memorywise) * 

The secy or chairman of the evening read aloud some telegrams 
of Communist Central Committees of the youths and adults of 
Venezuela, Peru, Colombia, of congratulations and encouragement. 
He said they had received many such telegrams but he would read 
the one from Cuba., The Cuban CP youth complained that Batista 1 s 
power stemmed from intervention^ and support by the imperialistic 
powers, particularly Yapkeerifi^|rvention which was causing 
death and terror to many yoi$b*g ©gople and oldsters. Natzi-like 
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rousings at night, carting off relatives never to be seen 
again until sometimes found dead in the streets many months 
later; appealed to CP USA youth to help remove the cause of 
so much of their present sorrows and reigns of terror. 

A motion was put to the audience and seconded to send a wire 
to Pres. Eisenhower and Dulles to withdraw all support from 
Batista. Also, a telegram to the Central Comm. CP of Cuba, 
acknowledging theirs and promising supports on all requests 
made . 

William Albert son praised the progress of CP USA and reviewed 
its history. He~*said Communism was here to stay and wa£ very 
much needed during this time to strengthen America's policy 
for' peace and better political relationships. He said that 
..America has a bad history of frameups; that Rodger Willi'ams 
'"'haft been thrown out of Mass. for his ideas, anci others had 
'to cope with similar adverse reactions. Called for 
utilizing the Anniversary period as a time_rededicate selves 
to fighting for those rights of those who have already given 
so much of themselves unselfishly. ' He said that some of .N.Y. 
States outstanding citizens like C. C. Burlingham and Norman 
Thomas had called on the President to grant amnesty to Henry 
Winston and Gil Green, Morton Sobeii, that they are eligible 
for parole because they have already served 1/3 of their 
time. He told the audience to write and send wires to grant 
them their freedom - grant them amnesty, as they were still 
victims under the Smith Act. 

A motion was put to the audience and seconded to send a 
telegram to Pres. Eisenhower to have Morton Sobell, Henry 
Winston, Gil Green released. 

Eugen e Dennis paid tribute to Comrade Wm. Foster and wished 
him ""a~spe*edy reqoveryfrom the stroke he suffered last year 
which paralyzed, He said the 39th Anniversary Celebration 

comes at a time^wKeS there is an impending nuclear war, and 
that it was up "%b J^ie CP USA to see what it could do to 
avert this grave threat - advised that the danger today stems 
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from the aggressive policies of American impe^^l-ists like 
Rockefeller, Dulles and other political reprd^fo^£tives, 
backed up by such people as Senator Knowland and others wrho 
share the. same stand on China; and the situation grotfs too'rse 
daily, with actual advocacy of bombing China Mainland. He 
said; thi^ course of Dulles 1 £ would.be catastrophic^ feat 
the negr9 people and others were demanding a chah*||%of .Qhina 
policy/ that the negro people want troups removed Asia 
and sent* to Little Rock immediately; that there hkv£;a^eady 
been fap too many dangerous and criminal moves in the^&r 
East. He said that the American people must act to v "*;" 
influence its Gov't toward a peaceful policy and friendly 
relatipnships with Chir^a and all nations East and West;' that 
the administration by popular demand must be compelled to 
withdraw its military force? to end frictions ; that Chiang 
would never return to Mainland China, even on G.Ps 
shoulders ; that the American Gov*t must be made to see that 
6,000 Chinese liberated people seated in thie U 0 N*, would 
win 6,000 friends and customers for American products off 
production lines already decreased with unemployed women and 
machines. 

He concluded his talk by referring to a famous quotation 
"My country, right or wrong 11 ; that it was the duty of every 
progressive to act together to put our country right; to do 
this by putting an end to atomic blackmail; and Jim Crow; 
witchhunts; to gain new perspectives," and new political 
relationships; a more militant labor union; a more powerful 
peoples union; the unity of all workers, young and old; a 
democratic policy for progressives; fight for release of Gil 
Green, Henry Winston, Morton Sobell. He asked everyone to 
become fighters — that a Communist wasn*t one unless he was 
a fighter, and that everyone should fight for peace. 

A tape recording was played ^ the voice of William Z. Foster 
speaking on the "progress: gf the CP USA and of its past always 
linked up with fighting 0r negro rights. He called it a 
glorious past which evei>yone could be proud of but that there 
was still much to do and the CP could by becoming more 
militant could lopk forward to an even greater future-. 
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The Sec'y of Ben D vis 1 ** Campaign Comm., Mildred Mc Adory 
complained against tactics used by the Democrats in Harlem 
in the fight to keep Ben Davis off the ballot. She said 
that De Sapio had been giving them trouble 5 that 6*000 signature 
were cast aside because of illegibility or some technical 
requirement of registration, She said that if the petition V 
signatures were for the Democrats , De Sapio or any othep 
Tapmany reader would declare it legal and not claim 
illegibility or that not all the signatures were of 
registered voters. To fight this* the Ben Davis Campa^gfc 
Comm. plans to launch a s <writein Campaign" . In additipii, 
they were bringing suit- against the Harlem Board of El^'^tions 
whi.csh would be heard in Foley Sq. on Tuesday. "But sil^e 
there is a long record of not getting a fair deal thigi t$ie 
courts in matters of this kind,, the Committee was taking 
ejftra special precautions of asking all to come out., ring 
deforbells, speak, to help them get the vote in writing in 
time to be verified so all who signed are duly registered and 
have indicated their choice of candidate by Nov. 4th election 11 . 
Asked for help Sept 28th. 

Ben Davis raved and ranted about Ike Eisenhower being a 
complete "washout 11 because of his encouragement of a go 
slow policy of integration. By his actions, snarled Davis, 
he gives encouragement to every KKK member and white 
oommitteej that instead of starting another war, he should 
,put Faubus., and Eastland in jail. He said Eisenhower was 
unfit to be president and if he continues to act as he has 
he should be impeached. Complained about sending military 
forces elsewhere when they were needed at kittle Rock so 
white and negro children would not be denied their schooling. 
Expressed fears that America might become like France which 
is almost Fascist. 

He said Jim Crowism has got to go. He ranted about case of 
Jimmy Wilson in Ala, to loa^ life because of a $1.95 robbery. 
Called for everyone to fighlj for peace and freedom of 
oppressed; failure to do so 'to result in peril of nucleap 
war, and then capitalism would go as well as Jim Crowism. 
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Said thai? efforts had "been i:.^de to break up the Party but 
it was too strong and never could be broken because, they 
all would continue to fight for what they believe^ ^n a^rid 
even go to Jail, and this still would not break up the 
Party. * 

A resolution was proposed by the Chairman of the Program 
to spnd a wire to Pres. Eisenhower and Dulles aboup tjhe go 
slow policy irj Little Rock, and calling for immedicd^ action. 

Also, a telegram to take ships off China waters. 

The chairman asked all who could give $1 00 (to help get 
time on the air for Ben Davis political campaign) to raise 
it or a check aloft for an usher to collect it; next 
$50.00; $25.00; $10.00; $5.00 and finally to hold aloft 
one dollar bills 3 then coin boxes were circiilated by ushers 
who obtained them from Fanny Hechman and Sophie (an elderly 
woman.;toith hair parted in middle, gray and top knpt of black 
and gray; very thin). - 

The program ended with a combination chant and reading 
presentation written and produced by Philip Bonosky, author 
of "Brother Bill Mo Kie n , "Burning Valley" . A colored and 
white gent stood at one lectern and Harold Collins and a * 
girl at another. The readings and chants were so somber 
and uninteresting that almost half of the audience departed 
or retired to the corridors, before it ended. The content 
ad£ed up to "We are Communists and here to stay" . Historical 
songs of each war as background for wailings of atrocities 
fight for peace and freedom, hates against the Rockefeller, 
Morgan, Ford, the Eisenhower and MC Arther who mowed down 
the March of the Veterans at the White Plouse, the voices of 
the dead and voices of the living and their sacrifices, Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg,

Arnold Johnson was the first speaker- Gene Dennis - 
Ben Davis and there was a lengthy tape recording of Wm. Foster. 

All expressed the same ideas_^ and telegrams were sent 
to President Eisenhour demanding that the troops stationed in 
Japan and other places in the Pacific be recalled and sent to 
Little Rock instead. 

There were less that_ 2000 people there. More than 
60^ were over 50 years of age. Youth seemed to be about 2$. 
Many people were seen leaving early. One woman who brought her 
three children was heard telling another woman that she was 
di sspointed and she and the children left before the talks 
began. 

when Wm. Albertson began the "pitch" for the collection 
many were seen leaving. He called for the $50.00 contributions 
first and three people responded. These three contributions 
are set up the money comes from the sections and clubs, and 
are not individual as they appear to be. 

Sylvia Hall said the take was very little and it 
was noticed that people were slow about putting bills into the 
containers. Most of the contributions were in silver. 

It is not known positively that the grey haired woman 
from the Worker is Merle Brodsky but she was seen comeing in 
with him. They spoke to Sylvia Hall and came in the rear entrance. 
She was heard telling Sylvia that they had had their dinner. 

There was to be some kind of intertainment but the 
collections took so long that much of ilf was by-passed. 

Wm. Albertson said in making the pitch that Charlie 
Dirba and Alex Tractenberg were charter members and had been 
faithfull to the C.P, and had carried out every duty they had 
ever been called on to do. He also said that "regardless of all 
obsticles the Election campaign for Ben Davis will go on. 
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He said that telegrams would be sent to the President 
demanding that Gil Green and Henry Winston be released at once. 
Another telegram went to the President and to Dulles condemn-lng 
the "attack oh China by American Imperialists and Wall Street 
manopollst who are bent on starting a total war." 

He read a telegram from the Communist Party of China 
that said that they "Greeted the Communist Party of America 
as brothers" and it said that the Imperialist War mongers of 
America are not doing the American people any good, as Communist 
China is growing in strength and is fully able to beat down any 
attempts of the "American war mongers to enslave China". He 
also went into a lengthy speil about how the U.S.S.R. is trying 
to maintain peace in the world and assured those listening that 
the trouble in Little Rock and else_where was something done 
to take the American people's minds off of the trouble in 
the East. That "U.S.A. manopoli was out to rule the world." 

He also talked about troubles in Cuba and said that 
the U.S.A. was. giving aid to the murderers who killed any one 
suspected of being a communist. He told some very horrible 
tales of women being killed and their breasts being cut off~ 
young people found dead on aroops, w^th. nails driven through 
their skulls. A telegram was to be sent to the United Nations 
complaining of the help given to the murderers of Cuba.

On 9/26/58 the 39th year celebration of- the Communist 
Party was held at Carnegie Hall at 8:00 PM. Among the 
approximately 900 people attending were: Harold Collins, 
Claude, Eleanore, George, Professor Aptheker, Bob Thompson, 
Benjamin Davis Jr , Arthur White and Glenda Mac Donald (FN, 
5 J 9", 200 pounds, 37 years old, hoarse voice, campaign chair- 
man for Mr_ Davis). The last four were speakers. The name 
of the chairman of the convention and one other speaker is 
unknown. Also attending this gathering was Jeannie Rosenberg. 

Arthur Whit 5^ the Civil Liberties chairman for the 
Communist Painty stated that the imprisonment of Winston and 
Green is a blackmailing deal on the part of the U.S. White 
continued by saying that this is not unusual for the United 
States has a long history of dirty dealings with its people.. 
White traced history by rising examples such as the Alien and 
Sedition Acts, Zenger, and the treatment of the negroes. He 
further stated that for 300 years the negroes have been ill- 
treated. ~~ 

Glenda Mac Donald stated in defending Benjamin Davis 
Jr_ that they had gotten together 5900 votes and the Board of ~~ 
Elections denied practically all of them. She further stated 
that one of the reasons was that many were illegible. She 
then commented on the point that one of the names they refused 
was John Adams a lawyer, and also ihat if these same people 
had registered^for the Democratic or Republican parties their 
names would be legible. Miss Mac Donald drew a similarity 
between this treatment of the Negroes in Harlem and the 
South' s attitude toward the Negroes in regard to literacy 
tests and ability to vote and considered them to be of the 
same coin, she went on to say that when the 5900 votes were 
not accepted they, the party, were able within a few weeks to 
obtain 6,000 signatures. In order to guarantee that everything 
would go well she asked everyone who had signed and those who 
had not to be at the Campaign headquarters on Lenox Ave & 
125 St_ on 9/28 ? for registration purposes, ~" 

The chairman during the convention read various 
telegrams from other countries congratulating the Communist 
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Party on their Anniversary. There was a letter from Cuba 
by a youth group stating in detail the atrocities caused 
by the Bautista Regime especially to the young people of 
Cuba.

Benjamin Davis__ Jr spoke of the monopolistic 
tendencies of the Dulles_Rockefeller combine to iphreaten 
the peace of the world in the Quemoy dispute; Davis stated 
that he has been told that Eisenhower was a good general, 
however,* as a President he is a washout, furthermore went on 
Davis %f his policies which are slowly pushing us to a Third 
World War go on he should be impeached, Davis stated that 
the. Communist Party is working for the unions and for good 
race relations. The troops should be removed from Lebanon, 
the Par East and sent to Little Rock, continued Davis, and 
that the relations of the Negro & white is one of the prime 
concerns of the Communist Party; 

There was a tape recording by William foster head 
of the Communist Party who encouraged greater membership in the 
Communist Party, stressed the allegiance that the Party has had 
and has to all the working class people of the world. He also 
stressed the great advancements of the Socialist countries of 
the World & the ine stabl e downfall of the Capitalists; 

The last presentation of the evening was a "skit" 
presented by 3 men one of them being Harold Collins and a 
woman, There was background singing for effect. The idea of 
the dramatization was to show where and for how long a period 
of time has Communism been in the minds of man. They traced 
themselves back to the slaves in Egypt, the massacred Indians 
of America,, the v/orkers at the Ford Plant and the other large 
corporations in the 30' s who were so much against labor rights 
during the 30|;s. They also spoke of the Rosenbergs and stated 
that tne night before their death a man from Washington came

Bill read greetings from the Central Committees 
of the Communist Parties of Argentina, Venesuela, Peru, 
Columbia to the Communist Party of the U.S. Celebrating the 
39th Anniversary. 

He also read a letter from a Youth and Socialist 
group of Cuba to the CP. of the U.S. outlining many acts of 
violence and brutality by the Batista government against 
this youth group for their activities, in many instances 
these acts of violence have resulted in murder. 

In reference to this letter it was urged that 
this meeting send letters and telegrams to President Ike and 
Sec. of State Dulles demanding that they use their influence 
in stopping all financial aid to the Batista government, and 
also a copy of this letter. 

The next speaker as introduced by Bill was Gene 
Dennis the general secretary of the CP. His remarks 
centered around the world situations, Lebanon, the near East, 
the current crisis in and around the Chineese mainland, Quemoy 
and Matsu, Formosa, how the U.S. and the world Imperialist are 
continuing their threat of war mainly against the Socialist 
Countries. How the world Imperialist, Dulles, Ike and now 
the Rockfellers are leading the fight to restrain over tfOO 
milliori~pecple or 1/3 of the World population from gaining 
their freedom. 

The situation here at home where the Negro is 
still restrained from voting, from a decent education, even 
after a Supreme Court decision, and then still after years 
of fighting the events at Little Rock, where a Governor 
continues to ignor Negroes right as assured by the 
Constitution, and a Supreme Court ruling, closes the Central 
High school in direct defiance of the law. 

This is a sample of what the Communist Party stands

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Negro people , all minorities, and Socialism. This is why

hard work involved, toy the few people day after day, week 
after week, and then to have the Board of Elections, and 
Tammany Hall declare them void because of certain alleged 
discreptance, like, some of the people who signed the 
petitions could not read or write. 

She outlined in great detail what steps this 
Committee is going to take if and when the courts decide 
next Tuesday, ' that the People Rights Party can place the 
name of Ben Davis on the ballot in accordance with the wishes 
of the people of the 21st Senatorial district in Harlem. If 
they vote against the Peoples Rights Party then we will 
launch a rousing campaign anyway. 

This Sunday Sept. 28, at 10.30 A.M. at 306 Lenox

re; 39th anniversary meeting of the C. P. .U.S. A. 

Some 1,500 people came to the "Ben Davis Election Rally and 
39th anniversary of the Communist Party U.S.A." on Sept. 26th, 
1958 at Carnegie Hall in New York; Bill Albertson, N.Y. State 
Secretary of the CP., chaired the meeting; 

The meeting opened with the singing of the Star Spangled Banner. 

Albertson spoke of the "glorious achievements and struggles of 
the Communist Party. He spoke of the "hunger demonstrations" 
which the C.P. led in 1930 which resolted in the passing of the 
Social Security law. Albertson spoke of the C.P. struggle 
against war and fascism and racial discrimination and about 
the role of the C.P. in the trade union movement which led to 
the organization of the C.J.O. 

Albertson declared that the "American Communist Party is 
dedicated to bring Socialism to America; " 

Albertson told the meeting that on the occassion of the 39th 
anniversary the CPUSA received congratulation from many 
c ommunist parties: from Chinaj the Soviet UnionJ India, 
Japan ? Argentina, Mexico, etc. 

He picked out to read to the meeting a letter received from the 
Socialist Youth of Cuba which describes the fight of the Youth 
o f Cuba against the Batista fascist dictatorship. The letter 
asks for support to the youtH of Cuba in this struggle. 

On the suggestion of the chairman the meeting authorized the 
sending of telegrams to the President and to Secretary of State 
Dulles to withdraw the recognition of the Batista government 
of Cuba and to give all possible support to the Socialist youth 
of Cuba in it's struggle against the Batista government. 

Arnold Johnson gave a short review of the history of "political 
prisoners" in the United States up to Morton Sobell; He stated 
that "(Jill Green and Henry Winston are the only two remaining 
Smith Act prisoners." He told the meeting that Norman Thomas 
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and 33 leading Americans wrote to the President asking to 
pardon Green and Winstona. Johnson asked the people to write 
letters to the President and to the Parole Board asking fc&' 
their release from prison. 

At the chairman suggestion the meeting authorized the sending 
of telegrams toThe President and to the Parole Board asking 
for the release of Gill Green and Henry Winston. 

Gene Dennis, when introduced by the chairman, received a half 
standing and half sitting ovation. 

Dennis voiced his "greetings to Bill Poster" who cannot be 
at this meeting because of being seriously sick. Dennis said 
that "as American patriots and proletarian internationalist 
we, American Communists, demand the immediate withdrawal of" 
American troops from Formosa^" Analizing "the world political 
situation" and the "situation in the~~Far East" Dennis said 
is "a direct resoit of the aggressive policy of the American 
imperialist government." 

Dennis stated that "the aggressive policy of Washington to the 
people's government of China carries with it the great danger 
of a destructive atomic war;" He stated that the "arming of 
Chang-Kai-Shek by Washington serves only the interests of the 
American imperialists," and that the statements of Secretary 
of State Dulles on the "atomic defense of Quemoy and Matsu 
plays into the hands of such oil millioners as the Rockefellers 
and such reactionary politicians as Senator K nola nd. A war 
against China would be just plain crazy." He "called for the 
"mobilization of the workers, the Negro people and all 
progressive forces of the country for a movement against American 
intervention in the Par East." Dennis called for the with- 
drawal of American trqops "from Asia, Africa, from the Middle 
and the Par East and to ; send them instead to Little Rock." 

Dennis concluded his speech with the statement that "America 
needs a Communist Party and a stronger Communist Party." 

The meeting authorized the sending of telegrams to the President 
and Secretary Dulles against "intervention in the inner affairs" 
of China and to stop the arming of Chang-Kai-Shek. 
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Mildred Mc Adory, Negro woman, secretary of the Ben Davis 
election campaign in Harlem attacked the N«Y. State Commission 
of Elections for voiding the "almost 6,000" signatures on 
petitions to place Ben Davis on the ballot. She told the 
meeting that the Negro and Puerto Rican population of Harlem ^ 
is shocked with this "irresponsible action" of Elections 
Commission and that it will give its answer to the 
"Republican and Democratic machines by writing in Davis 1 s 
name on election day in the coming November," 

She urged everyone to come every day and evenings to the Ben 
Davis headq. in Harlem, "There is much work to be done from 
now on until election day. We will ring thousands of bells 
and ask to people to vote for Ben; to write in his name." 

Bill Albertson asked for donations. The money that will be 
collected at this meeting, he said* will be used for the Ben 
Davis election campaign: for leaflets; for a special edition 
of The Worker; for Radio and for, "if there will be enough 
money," TV appearances. 

The collection was mad$ in the form of " selling" a pamphlet 
"A People's Program For Jobs and Security* 1 issued by the 
National Comm; CPUSA a few months ago. Each donator received 
a pamphlet; There was one donation of $100, 3 donations of 
$50 each; The were tens, fives and one dollar donations. 
The collection amounted to about $700. 

Ben Davis received a 90$ standing ovation when he was 
introduced as the last speaker. Speaking about the 39th 
anniversary of the CPUSA he stated that "the Communist Party 
will not and cannot be destroyed;," He said that the C.P # was 
"able to withstand the onslaught of the goverjiment and the 
fight against the right revisionist and the left secterians. 
The Communist Party is the real voice of socialism in~America. 
Our ^ concept of socia list isn*t some kind of a socialism which 
is in the minds of some peoDle as something vague and undefined. 
Our socialism is the socialism of the Soviet Union and China." 
He called for the building of a strong C.P # 

Davis spoke about the "struggle" for Negro rights, for school 
integration and he underlined that the Communist Party "is 
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the party which fights for the Negro people." He also underlined 
that the "attacks upon the Negro people in Little Rock and in 
other states in the South will be marked as a black mark on 
this history of America." 

Davis said that "as long as there is one Negro child in the 
country which is deprived of attending a school because of 
segregation no one in America is free." 

On the question of Quemoy and Matsu Ben Davis stated that the 
"Washington administration's policy on China might lead us to 
a terrible war. . ; Eisenhower ifas a great general but as a 
political leader, as a President he is a wash-out. Should 
the President continue to enforce his policy (on China) than 
he should be impeached." He concluded with: "The Negro people p 
the American nation must be drawn into the struggle against 
a world war and into the struggle for humane rights for the 
millions of the Negro citizens of America."

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OPENING REMARKS BY WILLIAM ALBERTSON 

The meeting was started at 8:30 p.m. with the 
singing of the Star Spangled Banner* WILLIAM ALBERTSON, 
who acted as Chairman for the entire moating was the first 
sneaker. ALBERTSON briefly reviewed the history and 
highlights of the Communist Party, USA. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON 

ALBERTSON then introduced ARNOLD JOHNSON as the 
Chairman of the Civil Liberties Committee of the CP. 
JOHNSON spoke concerning the status of the struggle to 
secure amnesty for HENRY WINSTON and GIL GREEN, pointing 
out another tvz&l was now open to secure the release of 
the pain?, since both were now eligible for parole. JOHNSON 
urged that telegrams be sent to President EISENHOWER 
requesting amnesty for GREEN and WINSTON and likewise to the 
US Board of Parole requesting a hearing for the pair. 
Following this ALBERTSON announced that this meeting would 
send such telegrams. 

GREETINGS FROM THE VARIOUS CPs 

ALBE2LTS0N then read messages of greetings from 
other Communist Parties, including the Central Committee of 
Argentina and other Latin American countries. He also 
read a lengthly letter from the CP Youth of Cuba addressed 
to the CP youth of the US. 

EUGENE DENNIS 

ALBERTSON next introduced EUGENE DENNIS, General 
Secretary, CP, USA, who was given a standing ovation. 
DENNIS' remarks dealt largely with the Formosa situation. 
He attacked American policy in this regard stating that the 
whole situation stemmed from American imperialism. He 
denounced EISENHOWER, DULLES, TRUMAN, and "the Military 

clique" as being responsible for dragging the US to the 
"brink of a nuclear war." He stated that the slogan "No 
troops to Quemoy" should be adopted. DENNIS concluded by 
urging the continued building of the CP,. USA. 
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BILL ALBERTSON then read a letter of greetings 
from the CP of China. 

WILLIAM Z. POSTS? . 

ALBERTSON next announced a five minute tape 
recorded speech by WILLIAM Z„ FOSTER, President Emeritus , 
CP, USA, and «.»s •*'*ixraefu31 - that FOSTER could not be 
present due to his illness. 

POSTER briefly reviewed the history of the CP 
and stated that the party was on its way back. POSTER'S 
voice sounded strong and his speech did not falter although 
it was slow at the beginning and slightly slurred. 

INTRODUCTION OF CHARTER MEMBERS AND OTHER 

INDIVIDUALS 



ALBERTSON next introduced some of the charter 
members of the CP, who were present and other individuals 
who had. been "outstanding fighters' for various causes in 
the past. The names of these individuals are set forth in 
the beginning of this memorandum . 

COLLECTION FOR BE NJAMIN DAVIB CAMPAIGN 

Next on the program was a collection for the 
BENJAMIN J. DAVIS for State Senator Campaign. ALBERTSON 
noted that the CP could not take up such a collection; 
however, in return for contributions the donor would 
"buy a copy of the CP State Platform", a four page pamphlet. 
Contributions of $50.00 on down to any amount were asked 
for. The Special Agents estimated that over $1,000.00 was 
collected.' During the collection ALBERTSON read a letter 
of greetings from the C p of India. 
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MILDRED MC ADORY 



The next speaker was MILDRED MC ADORY, introduced 
as the Secretary of the BENJAMIN J, DAVIS Campaign Committee, 
MC ADORY «'(fec>eiM-;.^^ the fact that ever 5,000 signatures 
on the nominating petition for DAVIS Mfre* ^^fJ^L 
by the "Democratic and Republic r,a- ^°f^oard of Elections. 
She charged Tammany Hall with interfering mth the will and 
right of the people of Harlem to run a candidate of their 
choice. MC ADORY noted that through the DAVIS Campaign 
the CP had recruited some new members especially among the 
youth. She also announced that a write in campaign for 
DAVIS would begin on 9/28/58 at the DAVIS Harlem Headquarters 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, JR. 

ALBERTS ON then introduced BEN DAVIS who ©as 
given a standing ovation somewhat more enthusiastic than 
that given to DENNIS. 

DAVIS gave a vociferous • speech. He began by 
attacking the EISENHOWER "wait and see" policy in regard 
to school :. integration in the South. He stated thai; 
because of this EISENHOWER was "not fit to be President 

and ought to be impeached". In this saae vein 

DAVIS stated that they" ought to put FAUBUS and EASTLAND 
in jail and let WINSTON and GREEN out. 

DAVIS urged that a union of Negroes,, white 
and labor was needed to struggle for desegregation- * . ' - 
immediately,, stating that the "Jim Crew system m America 
has to go and its got to go now." 

Commenting on the CP, DAVIS expressed the 
belief that the party was rebuilding and was becoming better 
and that in the future it would reach it's' • 
objective ^Socialism. DAVIS stated that "We must have a 
fighting Communist Parity because what is a Communist 
Party that will not fight?" He concluded stating that the 
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CP was for geacefull. transition, to Socialism, however, "if the 
people in Washington want to push us into a nuclear war 
it will mark the end of Jim Crow in America and the end 
of .capitalism.. With this remark DAVIS ended and received 

the wax*mest applause of any of the speakers. 

The remainder of $he program wag ftnlrpn. up with 

a dramatic presentation written by] | which 

included MIME FRIEDLANDER and HAROLD COLLINS. This was 
generally received with an air of apathy. 

The program concluded at approximately 10:55 p.m.

As he took his 
seat Bill Albertson and Esther Cantor and another man stopped 
him. They asked him if he received their letter. When

She 
accused Tammany Hall and the two party system as the causes 
behind the outruling of the Davis petitions because of illegible 
signatures and so forth. This will not stop the campaign, 
they will continue to work for Davisand will have a write-in 
vote on the ballot. She urged everyone in the Party to 
participate in the campaign* 

B en Davis: Commented briefly on the Negro question 
mentioning specifically the Scott sboro boys and Angelo Herndon. 
He recalled he had entered the Communist Party because of the 
treatment he had received in the South after he had 
unsuccessfully defended Herndon, saying they had run him out 
of town and Herndon had been imprisoned in a Georgia chain 
gang. 

Davis said that the President and the Vice-President 
of the United States should be impeached if the Little Rock 
integration situation is not remedied and also "if this country 
goes to war because of our policy concerning Formosa. 
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A collection was taken and many people contributed 
$50 and $100 bills. One youth group, probably from Harlem, 
contributed $48.00.

The information concerning the discussion between JACK- 
SON, MURPHY and the GOLDMANS on 9/25/58 as famished by WP 1062 -S'# 
is as follows? 

There was an interrupted discussion on "bumping off" 
of Negroes and its relation to intelligence agencies * JACKSON felt 
that. CIA did ito He said CIA men do side jobs* M a bunch of real 
adventurers* professional bastards 9 " He said that for several 
thousand dollars- they will take on a job* He was sure they had 
killed many Negroes before* 

MARCUS GOLDMAN differed on only one point* He wanted to 
know why JACKSON kept referring to CIAo He felt the FBI was capable 
of doing all these things like kidnapping* like the Till — and 
other cases* 

Later JACKSON mentioned about working on a book project 
about the Negro in the South* ELIZABETH GOLDMAN said we used to 
have platforms for the position of the Negro* She wanted to know 
what was happening in the South* 

JACKSON said the general definition of terms is the 
rights of initiative* self leadership and self organisation* this 
makes it on its own alliance and terms* JACKSOU stated as follows?: 

In that general sense you can speak of people who have 
the right for self determination* But in terms of Marx* it carries 
with it {not \ ? the right of the nation to establish 

integrity and political parties* In any event to organize* Ydii 
have to measure every sound general opposition and the country * s 
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circumstances. And the country's situation is that the strategic 
outlook for the solution of the Negro situation is in terms of 
Negro self expression, joined in alliance with labor. So this 
alliance is the outlook for the Negro situation on one hand as 
well as the necessary requisite for the advancement of socialism 
among the workers . The basic approach to the problem is not in 
terms of fortifying the separation of the Negro in installations, 
but, when the Negroes come together, and they do come together, 
unity is developed. It demands that strength of action and built 
up alliance in order to use this force to break down the barriers 
of separation, in American life* 

JACKSON goes on; The negro is especially oppressed in 
the American nation. Negro culture has grown up side by side and 
has interchanged with American culture to the extent that the main 
Negro cultural expressions are fully appreciated and understood by 
Americans o And in the whole American culture is appreciated and 
understood by the Negro. No Negro has need for culture like the 
Asian culture, etc*, which does not adhere to American culture. 
That would fortif^ separateness and dissolution of people. American 
culture has taken some of the Negro culture such as jazz, etc. 

JACKSON continued that Negroes are given the problems of 
Marxism through literature means. The theme is comparing the struggle 
for Marxism in the terms of the struggle of the Civil War. So 
after we have established our own theory, the fact that the Negroes 
aren* t Caucasian*, there is a new feeling of being oppressed. As 
a consequence the Negro racial fight is blessed with that of the 
oppressed, and in more of a degree than in Africa. This also affects 
the psychology of the oppressed and minorities. 

MARCUS GOLDMAN wanted to know the effect of the Integra- 
tion struggle ofr the average Negro with no political awareness. 
GOLDMAN felt this would be the fight. 

JACKSON did not agree. He just got a detailed report 
from LOUIS BURNHAM who spent the- last week in Little Rock. 

GOLDMAN asked if that was the report in the "National 

Guardian". 

JACKSON said yes and added "he was doing something for 
us. We have some people there." 

JACKSON said *tha*t BURNHAM spent a lot of time speaking 
to people on lunch hours, on the job at the factories there4^f§3Lk- 
ing to the Negro youth there and observing people on the street, 
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sitting in barbershops he got reaction JACKSON said that BURN- 
HAM reported that there is an unprecedented* an almost swagger, of 
new confidence on the part of the Negroes o And part of that is 
compounded by naive effect that the government is on their side, 
the law is on their side, and the reactionaries, the Southerners, 
have got to give in sooner or later and the time will be sooner© 

JACKSON stated that: They are very confidents This is 
seen more startling in Montgomery and Birmingham under the heel 
of the hardest kind of reaction. It ! s due to a couple of things, 
these terrible laws of the south, the JIM CROW laws have been main- 
tained through fear and terror o In recent years the EU KLUX KLAN 
as a terror society has ceased to be effect iva. The Negro was filled 
with superstition but has passed beyond that stage now, no longer 
frightened by cross burnings and sheets o Ahother thing was the 
police power of bus operators], street car operators, and train con- 
ductors* They were deputized as peace officers and had the power 
of life and death over Negroes. The Montgomery bus strike broke 
the s^>ell. Now with men like ('MARTIN LTJTHER) KING : . \ J _ 

„ a few days ago in Birmingham refusing to move when "a ^police- 
man said move sets a dramatic example to Negro people, to stand up 
and not back away at the order of a cop. That threatens the last 
remaining instrument of fear and terror that the ruling core of the 
South has and if the police cease to hold any terror for the Negro 
they ean*t rule that way any longer * 

In answer to the question of what protection do Negroes 
have if they resist the police JACKSON saids 

It amounts to very little* Therp appears to be a new 
wave of terror sweeping the South in the form of wholesale frame 
upso But the most exciting thing is the move of some of the white 
people in Little Rock* He mentioned the. action of 61 lawyers in 
signing a petition and high school students who called for opening 
of the high schools on integrated basis if necessary* JACKSON said 
"That was stimulated and initiated under our influence "o He addeds 

Over the summer there was formed three different groups 
of liberals who directed, some were Marxists, and were influenced 
by some of our people* They were in regular contact with DAISZ 
BATES * She is quite a remarkable person who is very friendly to 
us e When asked if DAISY BATES was a progressive person JACKSON ' 
said yes© 

JACKSON said this action has broken this effective solid 
front and it is being duplicated in the Norfolk area* 
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JACKSON then said he wanted to stop and see GEORGE 
MZER3 (CP organizer) in Baltimore. Said he saw him over. the; week 
end at the meeting of the NationaliExeGuibitfe^&O^ he 
I JACKSON) gave the report* 

When ELIZABETH GOLDMAN asked what JACKSON 1 s position was 
he said he was one of the secretaries of the National Committee £CP) 
in charge of southern work, Negro work. He gets $80 per week. 

JACKSON said he had a good trip, that it was worth while 
financially,, He didn*t come up with what was needed but people 
talked to were helpful* He mentioned going to Howard University 
and talking to people who promised to give something. His mother- 
in-law saw some people who weren't- in a position to help but would 
do something iater. 

JACKSON mentioned that DANNY WEITZMAN, now in New York 
put up #1,000 oil* the bail fund and that he saw him in connection 
with the funds needed to pay the lawyers on his case <(JACKS0N r s 
case)* They had to raise close to $13,000. 

ELIZABETH GOLDMAN suggested that JACKSON see HARRY GOLDEN 
in South Carolina. She said he has more liberal tendencies than 
he writes about. She mentioned meeting him once. Suggested he 
might be a guy to see if JACKSON didn*t have anyone in South Carolina. 
She feels he can be approached* 

JACKSON suggested that the people in Washington have LOUIS 
BURNHAM down to talk on his Little Rock experiences. Suggested 
they write him in care of the "National Guardian". JACKSON mention- 
ed an approach by BURNHAM* through the Party, to Howard University 
in connection with getting a good turn out. 

ELIZABETH GOLDMAN said yes if they could get in touch 
with someone at Howard but "we do not have any contacts". 

When JACKSON suggested they meet in a home ELIZABETH 
said they have no home. 

MARCUS GOLDMAN felt the CP was more active among the 
Negroes than anything else. 

ELIZABETH GOLDMAN felt it wasn't the Party primarily 
as there is, a .ferment there due to the oppression of the Negro 
over the years and it is this ferment that keeps things active. 
ELIZABETH GOLDMAN said there is a lack of coherent understanding 
in Washington among people who went pretty far along with the Party 
in the past. 
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JACKSON mentioned his case, that he had been found not 
guilty and agreed that the government would have to drop all the 
membership clause fof Smith Act-) cases ♦ . .JACKS ON, said they were 
expensive fights, eleven yest-rs' of " ritijgati on "*© f f all kinds. He feels 
that the hysteria is over but that it depends on the out come of 
events in Formosa. He said there is no sanity in the policy there 
and that government by accident could propel us into war. He feels 
they will have to retreat off Quemoy and retire to Formosa. If 
they back off Quemoy there will be a passing of the danger. If they 
tangle in a small war, so to speak, they will whip up the hysteria 
again. 

It is believed the HARRY" GOLDEN referred to by ELIZABETH 
GOLDMAN is HARRY GOLDEN, editor of the "Carolina Israelite" in 
Charlotte, North Carolina although she referred to him as being in 
South Carolina.

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COLONIAL MATTE RS BEN DAVIS, 
~on 7/1/58* expressed feeling CP has 
not had a good idea of its vanguard 
role in colonial liberation 
movement, that colonial movement 
started in Africa, but will move 
to this continent, and will have 
application to CP USA. 
POLIT ICAL ACTIVITI ES ARNOLD JOHNSON, 
at NEC meeting, 9/19-21/58, analysed 
results of US elections, and described 
United Socialist ticket as attempt 
to substitute for C?^ and said it 
must be smashed. He urged slogans for 
I960 elections be developed around 
economics and "peace . EUGENE DENNIS 
urged slogan "Oust the Dixiecrats", 
and BEN DAVIS said Communists must 
think ahead so that labor can free 
self of two party machines. 
LEG ISLATIVE AC TIVIT IES ARNOLD JOHNSON 
appeared before Senate" Foreign Relations 
Committee, 7/17/58, as representative 
of CP USA to oppose pending bill to 
regulate issuance of passports, claiming 
bill aimed against all who advocate 
peace and disagree with the Secretary 
of State. 

DOMES TIC ADMI NISTRATI ON ISSUES ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN, in 8/15/58 letter to NC 
members, and all districts, urged work 
to speed release of HENRY WINSTON., and 
GIL GREEN, by parole, and amnesty. 
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ARNOLD JOHNSON in similarly addressed 
letter, 9/17/58, proposed district 
projects of visiting~ selected people 
to get them to write to U # S« Parole 
Board on behalf of WINSTON and GREEN. 
STRATEGY IN INDUSTR Y Railroad 
Conference held Chicago , Illinois, 
9/6/58, mid-Western and Eastern 
states being represented. Industry program 
proposed to include advocating national- 
ization of railroads, 30 hour week, united 
negotiations for all employees, and 
jobs jbf Negroes, to be implemented 
through state committees and National 
Committee. CARL WINTER, at NEC meeting, 
9/19^21/58, reported on auto industry, 
and proposals were accepted to explain 
inadequate gains as result of class 
collaboration of UAW leadership and 
its failure to mobilize rank and 
file, to recognize failure of CP to 
coordinate its work in UAW and auto 
shops, to take up proposals on 
methods of CP work inside trade unions, 
and for a magazine expressing views of 
trade union rank and. file. 
NEGRO QUESTION Press release by NEC 
and JAMES JACKSON contained call' to 
action in connection with school 
desegregation, "all appropriate means" 
being urged to secure fights of 
Negroes* Memorandum of JAMES JACKSON 
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"New Features of the Negro Question 

in the United States", distributed at NEC 

meeting, 9/19-21/58, stated; 

"The Negroes in the US are not constituted 

as a separate nation", hut rather "have 

the characteristics of a racially distinctive 

people, or nationality, -who are a 

historically determined component part of 

the American nation — " . JACKSON 

also pointed out that CP should organize 
the unorganised Southern workers of 
factory and farm, and strengthen 
activity of left forces in trade unions. 
YOUTH MATTERS EARL DURHAM, in September, 
TcJ58~ rr Party Affairs" wrote "On the 
Problems of Youth", stating long range 
outlook must include establishment of 
Marxist - Leninist youth organization. 
While foundation now is premature, 
steps toward it should be taken in 
each district. ROBERT THOMPSON, on 
9/2/58, stated CP wants Marxist - 
Leninist youth groups started,, but will 
not set pattern for it. THOMPSON, at 
Eastern Seaboard Regional Youth Conference, 
on 9/27/58, stressed ne.edi.for national 
organization of youth clubs in CP. 
Another such conference to be held in 
NYC, 11/24/58, following Western and 
Midwestern conferences. 
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FAR MERS MATTER S "A People's Program 
for Jobs and Security" , issued by 
National Committee, urges enactment 
of legislation to ease lot of farm 
laborers , especially migrants , to provide 
benefits available to other workers. 
Sub-Committee for preparation of farm 
^ section of CP program met 9/17/58, 
agreeing on preparation of three 
articles' on position of American farmer. 
NATIONAL GROUP S VICTOR J. JEROME, 
at NEC meeting 9/9/58, reported on 
"Jewish Question", making recommendations 
that CP work be strengthenid/unions to 
which "Jewish" workers belong, that 
CP work for cooperation tetxreen Israel 
and Arab states. DENNIS suggested 
"Jewish" question in USSR be handled 
by CP with great care. 

RELIGION Meeting of Educational Committee, 
"People's Improvement Association, 
on 7/13/585 decided to Invite one of 
Islamic leaders who are making inroads 
among Harlem's population. Consensus 
was that while religion can be unifying 
force, this was 'not true in case of 
Negro, inasmuch as Islamic faith preaches 
male supremacy, brotherhood of believers, 
and hatred of non-believers.

Location of National Headquarters 
of Communist Party, USA 

The National Office of the CP, USA is located at 
23 West 26th Street, New York City, and h$ts been so 
located during the period July 1, 1958 to September 30, 
19585 according to information supplied by T-7 and T~9. 

T-9 has supplied information reflecting that 
the CP, USA has its offices on the third floor of the 
building at the above address. This floor is the top 
floor but the building has, in addition, a penthouse 
suite which is occupied by EUGENE DENNIS as his office. 
At the street end of the third floor there is located a 
large conference room which is utilized by the Party for 
its committee meetings. The remainder of this third 
floor is divided into office space of suitable size for 
the use of CP officials and the staff. 

The second floor of the building is occupied by 
the New York State CP and its space on this floor is 
apportioned to the same extent that the third floor is 
divided. 

"The Worker" is a tenant of the first floor and 
basement. The first floor is utilised by the paper for 
editorial purposes and the maintenance of its research 
material. The basement space is used for office space by 
its Genera,! Manager and for the equipment utilized in 
preparing the paper for delivery to subscribers. The 
printing of the paper is done at another location. 
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It is to be noted that the CP and "The Worker" 
do not identify themselves as tenants of the building by 
any sign on the exterior. 

Meetings of 
CP Membership 

T-24 has reported on July 2, 1958, a . - 
meeting attended by EUGENE DENNIS, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, 
JACK STACHEL, JAMES JACKSON, ROBERT THOMPSON and BENJAMIN 
J. DAVIS of the National Executive Committee. This 
meeting was said by the informant to have been for the 
purpose of evaluating the meeting of the National 
Committee held on June 28 and 29, 1958, At this meeting 
PLYNN urged that they agree in those areas as to which 
those working in the districts could engage in such 
activity as elections. She aJ.so said that it seemed to 
her that many unresolved questions could be channelised 
to the Program Committee and there discussed without 
factional approach. This Program Committee she said could 
prepare material so that it might be brought before the 
Party for comradely discussion. She said that had been 
her approach in the districts in which she had spoken. 

PLYNN also said that it seemed to her that the 
comrades who come from all over the United States had OQ-su 
Opportunity to exchange experiences at National Committee 
meetings . 

She remarked that she had noted a particular 
undercurrent in the CP with great harm being done to the 
Party and she thought that it was the plan of the ultra- 
left to take over the Party* She thought that at the 
National Committee meeting they should have taken some 
action on the danger as to which an estimate would have 
to be very quickly made. Until the CP entered a period 
of health again,, she thought they should attempt to bring 
the whole Party together. 
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EUGENE DENNIS declared his belief that although 
the tone of the National Committee meeting had been sharp, 
one had to take note of the fact that there was a growing 
majority of the committee with a firm position based on 
the line of the l6th National Convention as interpreted 
by the National Committee at its February, 1958, meeting. 
DENNIS also thought that JAMES ALLEN had made a very 
important report at the meeting of the Program Committee. 
JACK STACHEL commented that there was no question but 
that revisionism is the main danger to the national CP 
movement . 

ROBERT THOMPSON, according to the informant s 
claimed it to be a fact that they had a majority on the 
National Committee which is achieving unity on a more 
solid base. He saw evidence of this in disintegration of 
the right wing group. THOMPSON criticized those desiring 
to be regarded as among the leadership who at the same 
time criticized the leadership and in some instances 
disassociate themselves from national policy. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS said that he regarded the 
National Committee meeting as extremely promising and he 
perceived the necessity of taking the positive points and 
developing them to the utmost on all levels of leadership. 
He thought a little more attention should have been given 
to the education and ideological rehabilitation of the CP 
and he urged that they note that practically no books are 
being sold and that a campaign around their Marxist 
literature should be developed. 

T-24 has reported that on July 8, 1958, a meeting 
of the National Executive Committee was held at the CP 
office and the informant indicated that GEORGE MORRIS 
spoke on the labor situation in the United States. 
MORRIS informed the meeting that an organizing drive in 
the Great Lakes and St. Lawrence Seaway areas was being . 
planned by the Teamsters union. To this end a unity by 
the Teamsters was being sought on the waterfront. 
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JACK STACHEL reported on the financial status 
of "The Worker," explaining that a deficit had been 
incurred and it was more than anticipated. STACHEL 
remarked that they were not going to build the CP without 
"The Worker." 

T-24 has advised/a meeting at the National 
Office of the CP held on August 5, 1958. At this meeting 
JACK STACHEL referred to the forthcoming election in New 
York and said that the CP should participate. In an 
apparent reference to the Independent Socialist Party he 
said that it is not a coalition type of^ party, nor a 
national nor a people's party, although it is presented as 
a substitute. STACHEL said it is not a party of socialism 
because only a truly Marxist party such as the CP can be a 
party of socialism. The problem posed, according to 
STACHEL, was how to act towards the people in the 
Independent Socialist Party, as well as those who may* 
be- influenced by that party. 

ROBERT THOMPSON referred to the success of 
several persons in their appeal from conviction for 
violation of the Smith Act in New York as a significant 
point in the fight tt> emerge from the cold war and in the 
resistance against attacks on the working class and 
progressive forces. 

JAMES JACKSON saw the victory in the case as a 
contribution to ano. atmosphere conducive to reviving the 
struggle for amnesty on behalf of C-IL GREEN and HENRY 
WINSTON. He thought that the victory might be used to 
point up . service of the CP to the broad democratic 
interests of the people in that this was a special 
contribution in the fight against an anti-democratic law. 
BEN DAVIS remarked that he thought the CP was in need of 
an offensive on behalf of amnesty and againsttthe . Smith Act. 
DAVIS urged that they find a way for taking some positive 
action against the forces arrayed against them. He 
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observed that when the CP began to show a little fight it was 
rdght-for the CP" to. show a hell of a lot of fights since if 
there was no fight there is no need for a party. 

At .the. conclusion of this meeting, . according to 
T.-24, ROBERT THOMPSON pointed out that th<| age'nd'a had not 
been covered, one item being passed over being the matter 
of a "summit, meeting." He suggested that this subject be 
"taken up. at the- next conference. 

T-2 ha$ reported that a-meeting of th$* resident 
National Executive Committee, was held' on August 19 > .1958, 
and present Were BEN DAVIS, ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN, HY' 
LUMER, JACK STACHEL and ROBERT THOMPSON of the NEC. 

HY, LUMER reported On the current economic 
situation in the United States. In the course of his 
remarks LUMER claimed that actually 1.2,000*000 people 
were unemployed and he. Saw as waste the involvement -of 
9*000, OQQ. in military production of one" form or another. 

* * 

At the conclusion of his report it' wais "^decided that 
it would be published in two 'articles appearing in the 
September and October,. 1958 issues; of "Political .-Affairs."' 

LUMER next spoke of a -conference, held in the .New 
York area on the preceding weekend by the ultra left and 
he said that- the discussion there was not whether the 
ultra left was to leave the party but rather how to leave 
it,. 

The. informant reported that the meeting discussed 
the situation, of the CP in Pennsylvania, it being .agreed 
that it was- one of the worst both as to Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh.-, it was thought necessary for the National 
Executive Committee to dispatch a coordinator to that 
state but it ^jas decided to send someone to Pennsylvania 
to meet with the people and then decide about a coordinator-. 
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The meeting finally votad to issue a statement 
regarding factional groups dealing also with revisionism. 

BEN DAVIS reported on his campaign in the Harlem 
area for election to the New York State Senate. 

JOSEPH NORTH was summoned to the meeting and 
reported how n The Worker " wa,s going to handle the DAVIS 
campaign. He explained the pages to be used and how the 
campaign would be featured. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON was called into the meeting 
and said that after consulting with DAVIS, JACKSON and 
others, he had drawn up a plan of presenting a petition 
to the United Nations (UN) and this would complain about 
the treatment of Negroes in the United States. It was 
decided at the discussion that the petition should wait 
until the next session of the UN General Assembly, it 
being agreed that the venture must be a united front. 

T-8 has reported that a meeting of the NEC was 
held on September 9> 1958, this being attended by EUGENE 
DENNIS, JACK STACHEL, HY LUMER, ROBERT THOMPSON, JAMES 
JACKSON and BEN DAVIS of the NEC. 

VICTOR J. JEROME reported to the meeting on the 
Jewish question. JEROME claimed that Zionism is designed 
to lead the Jewish masses away from the socialist position. 
He also said that neither the American nor the international 
socialist movement had as yet developed a mature approach to 
the national question as a whole, or~ to the Jewish 
question in particular, which would properly relate the 
internationalism of the working class with the national 
rights of . nations, peoples and ethfiLe groups . 

In the discission of JEROME 1 s report, STACHEL 
said that when they arrived at the point where they had 
an effective document they would call conferences in 
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major cities to win support for that document. 

Later at this meeting EUGENE DENNIS spoke 
briefly on the issue of China and noted that he was to 
make a report on the international situation to the 
meeting of the full NEC meeting scheduled for September 19 
to 21, 1958. ■ 

On September 15, 1958* T-X furnished a copy of 
a letter addressed to members of the NEC dated August 22, 
1958. This letter proposed that the next meeting be a 
three day session from September 19 to 21, 1958. It was 
explained that three days were proposed because of an 
accumulation of problems and because of the lessened 
frequency of their meetings 0 -fin agenda which was described 
as tentative included as main points s- 

1, Elections,, 

2, theoretical aspects of the Negro question, 
plus some immediate question^ of mass work centering on 
the school crisiso 

3o AutOo 

4. .New developments in the international 
situation and the struggle for peace* 

5. Several problems of CP organization* 

T-33 on September 19. 1958, reported that the 
first session of the three day NEC meeting was held on 
that date, being opened by EUGENE DENNIS who set .put tfte 
agenda as follows:

1. Report on the war danger in Ghina. 

2. Report on the forthcoming election, 

3. An information report on the progress of CP 
work among youth • 
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September 20, 1958 agenda 

1. a. Theoretical aspects of the Negro question, 
b. Struggle for integration in the South. 

In connection with this subject the informant 
reported that JAMES E. JACKSON was to report and those at 
the meeting were asked to read his memorandum "New 
Features of the Negro Question in the United States" 
written by JACKSON in preparation for the discussion. 

September 21, 1958 

1. Report on the situation in the automobile 

industry. 

2. a. Report on the ultra left, 
b. Report on revisionism. 

3. Plan of work for building "The Worker" and 
discussion of a new system of financing "0?he Worker." 

4. Party building. 

5. Miscellaneous and good and welfare. 

According to EUGENE DENNIS described the 

action of the government regarding Chinasas reckless and 
hopeless and growing out of weakness and desperation. 
DENNIS suggested sending telegrams to the President 
regarding use of the Armed Forces against China. BIENNIS 
listed as party objectives: 

1. admission of China to UN. 

2. Trade with China. 

3. Utilization of labor movement ^7 stressing 
what trade with China would mean to American business and 
labor . 

A committee on American-Chinese friendship 
and a long range program to popularize China. 
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ARNOLD JOHNSON reported on the election. He 
urged in part that the CP should have a boldness in its 
program and try to develop an alliance with Negro labor 
and try to form a nonparty political action group of 
Negro people in preparation for the i960 election, 
JOHNSON said the Party must advance in the struggle for 
socialism and sharpen its ideological struggle with the 
Trotskyites and also urge a peace candidate for 
President in i960. 

In the course of discussion EUGENE DENNIS said 
that the CP should seek to influence a,long with other 
forces nonpartisan committees to take action on legislative 
and political issues. He saw the DAVIS campaign as one 
proving to be important in effecting a broad coalition 
policy. in Harlem. 

At the second session of the three day NEC 
meeting the sole item of discussion^ according to T-33* 
was the Negro question. JAMES JACKSON-, reporting on this 
issue s said that the CP needed to assess the capacity efd 
the American Negro in anti-imperalist struggle and for 
alliance with the labor movement and other groups in the 
population. In conclusion, JACKSON said that there is need 
to develop Marxist thought among Negroes and as one 
suggestion he mentioned a magazine of Marxist thought for 
Negroes. This magazine would point out the need for 
socialism in the building of the CP. 

In discussion of the JACKSON report , EUGENE 
DENNIS expressed his agreement that- the slogan of the 
right of self determination in the "black belt 11 is not 
needed now and has not been needed for some time. 

At the conclusion of the session it was finally 
decided that the NEC would accept the main line of the 
report and consider it as the basis for discussion. From 
the discussion a resolution is to be prepared and presented 
to a future meeting of the NEC. 
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T-33 has also reported on the final session of 
the September 19 to 21 meeting of the NEC. On this 
occasion CARL WINTER reported on the situation in the auto 
industry. WINTERS report was accepted and among the 
proposals or demands in that connection that were approved 
was one declaring that the CP needs to promote a greater 
rank and file involvement in the solution of the problems 
in that industry because of complaints that the United 
Auto Workers is over-staffed with paid organizers and the 
union is not run by its rank and file. Another proposal 
approved was that there will be struggle for democratization 
of the UAW, this meaning more rights for CP members. 
This matter would be taken up diplomatically and quietly. 
h 

It was felso agreed that the NEC would consider 
ways and means of preparing proposals relating to the 
work of the CP inside the trade unions , among which would 
be the labor movement in the auto industry. The NEC 
would also consider a conference of trade union forces in 
the CP in order to ascertain how the CP could function in 
unions despite its being outlawed. 

T-8 has reported that at this session JACK 
STACHEL reported on the circulation of "The Worker." He 
proposed that there be a three month campaign in order to 
obtain 3,000 new subs criDt ions, 3*000 bundle orders and 
& 30, 000 in cash. The NEC voted in favor of proposals to 
continue the paper until the end of the year and to 
increase its circulation, 

ROBERT THOMPSON, according to T-33* reported to 
this session on factional groupings in the CP. THOMPSON 
was reported to have said that the CP was coming out of 
an internal crisis and showing a certain amount of :; 
ideological hesifoo In conclusion THOMPSON said that the 
resident NEC needs to move firmly against the right wing 
in an organized way and THOMPSON said that the more 
quickly the CP acts the more rapid will be the 
consolidation of the CP. The general line of THOMPSON'S 
report was approved. 
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T-20 has reported that there was a meeting at 
CP headquarters on September 30 5 1958* and members of the 
NEC who were present were EUGENE DENNIS, JACK STACHEL, BEN 
DAVIS 5 JAMES JACKSON and ROBERT THOMPSON. The agenda 
consisted of a report on the labor movement in the steel 
industry; the publishing of Trotskyite ads in "Th*e Worker" 
and the Pennsylvania situation and the next National 
Committee meeting. 

GEORGE MORRIS reported on steel. MORRIS 
expressed belief there could be a real fight around the 
Negro rights issue in the steel union* He said too that 
the CP should back the fight for a shorter work week as 
technology has "doomed" many workers. MORRIS also referred 
to the opposition to the leadership in the steel union and 
said it must be organized^ shaped and encouraged. 

There was a discussion as to whether "The 
Worker" should accept Trotskyite ads. EUGENE DENNIS said 
he was not opposed to their publication inasmuch as not 
publishing such would create problems among civil 
libertarians. DENNIS also said that they could not gain 
anything by straining relations. 

JACK STACHEL said he thought the ads should be 
run because after the election campaign they would want to 
continue relations with those people. ROBERT THOMPSON 
thought it would be a mistake to publish such ads and 
suggested a vote. The vote* as announced by DENNIS ^ was 
three for publication with two opposed. 

In a discussion of the situation of the CP in 
Pennsylvania,, DENNIS said he thought it might be advisable 
to call in the leadership in Philadelphia and Pittsburgh 
for discussion. BEN DAVIS said that now the CP leadership 
has to show more firmness and not simply let the situation 
drift. 
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JACK STACHEL said it would be necessary to 
decide then what to do and favored sending someone to 
call together existing committees and "good" comrades and 
come to a conclusion on the situation there. 

EUGENE DENNIS proposed that the next National 
Committee meeting be held on the first weekend in 
December Ji discussion both New York and Chicago., Illinois, 
were mentioned as possible locations for the meeting but 
it did not appear that any final decision was reached. 

T-23 has reported that on September 2, 1958, 
ROBERT THOMPSON had said that it had been proposed that 
the National Committee meet some time after the November 
election since it was felt that most people would be busy 
prior to then. THOMPSON noted that each meeting of the 
committee costs about $5*000 and* therefore, the meetings 
have to be kept to a minimum number. 

CP National Contention 
To Be Held in 1^59 " 

ROBERT THOMPSON on September 2, 1958* according 
to T-23, stated that the general belief is that the 
national convention should be held in May or June, 1959. 
THOMPSON said EUGENE DENNIS thinks it should be held even 
later, THOMPSON said it was his opinion as well as that 
of JACK STACHEL, ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN and HY LUMER that 
a national convention should not be held any earlier than 
May^ 1959. The national leadership, he said,, is aware that 
the ultra left wants a convention as soon as possible but 
the leadership does not want one until some things are 
cleared up. 

Activity of Draft 
Program Committee 

T-3 has provided a copy of a letter prepared by 
JAMES ALLEN as secretary of the Draft Program Committee , 
dated July 7* 1958., and addressed to all districts. This

letter states that public discussion and preparation of a 
basic program would be opened in the September issue of 
"Political Affairs." 

ALLEN 1 s letter asked for information as to 
discussions that may have been held in the district and 
asked for opinions on how discussions within the Party 
might be organized. 

The same informant has made available a letter 
of ALLEN as secretary of this committee, dated July 10, 
1958, addressed to members of the committee in which he 
reported that on June 30 there was a committee meeting 
attended by CHARLENE MITCHELL ALEXANDER, MARTIN CHANCE?, 
EUGENE DENNIS 9 SIMON GERSON, JAMES JACKSON, HY LUMER, 
PETTIS PERRY, AL RICHMOND, WILLIAM WEINSTONE, JIM WEST 
and himself. 

ALLEN'S letter said that the consensus of 
opinion at the meeting was that there is a need to establish 
clearly from the beginning that both revisionism and 
dogmatism are but two^ different forms of opportunism, 
with one or the other forming the main danger at a given 
time as the question was placed basically by the l6th 
National Convention and by the declaration of the twelve 
Communist Parties ©f Ispcialist countries. 

This letter also said that it had been agreed 
that November 1,5* 1958, was to be the tax-get . 
date for completion of the first round of papers on the 
program, 

T-3 has also furnished a copy of a letter dated 
July 13. 1958, written by ALEXANDER BITTELMAN to ALLEN in 
which BITTELMAN states that he received a copy of the 
program questions and the letter dated July 10, 1958. H&a. 
letter expressed disappointment regarding the program 
questions and it was described as a document lacking 
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statement of key prograwsawtaA problems. BITTELMAN said it 
merely lists topics and lines of research. He went on to 
suggest his own idea of the progranra3&e problems involved. 

T-3 has also furnished a copy of the reply of 
ALLEN to BITTELMAN, this being dated July 22, 1958. 
ALLEN claimed that the committee was proceeding in 
accordance with the recommendations of the initial report 
and, therefore, he could not agree with BITTELMAN that 
the work of the committee was retarding the work on the 
program. ALLEN asserted that publication of the program 
questions would open up discussion of the range of the 
program and all topics that might be considered 
controversial. Any member* of the committee was free, he 
said, to discuss any question including formulation. 

T-3 has on July 28, 1958, supplied a copy of 
the program questions, these being listed under the 
general title 11 The American Road to Socialism. " It was 
noted in this list that the questions were scheduled for 
publication in the September, 1958 "Political Affairs 
The questions propounded were listed under the following 
general headings: 

A. The critical problems of our society and the 
socialist goal, 

B. The fight for peace.

ALLEN dated July 31, 1958, to members of the Draft 
Program Committee advising that the resident committee 
had a meeting on July 29 and had agreed to proceed with 
the opening of discussion in the September, 1958 "Political 
Affairs." ALLEN also noted that when responses were 
received from other districts recommendations would be 
made to the NEC for further organization of program work land 
a discussion in the districts.

WILLIAM Z. FOSTER had complained that the right and ultra 
left groups had a program but that the CP has none. 
POSTER also said that in drafting a program it should be 
realised that any such program "is not supposed to cover 
the waterfront."

Remarks of Robert Thompson at National Executive 
Committee Meeting,, CP Headquarters,, New York City, 
on September 21 , 1958 _ 

T-23 advised on September 21, 1958, that ROBERT 
THOMPSON spoke at the third and last session of the three day 
meeting of the National Executive Committee of the CP, 
USA, held at the CP Headquarters, NYC, on September 21, 
1958. 

Informant stated that BOB THOMPSON said the 
Communist Party is coming out of an internal crisis and is 
showing a certain amount of ideological health. He 
stated that the factional groupings are separating them- 
selves from the Party because of this, and are leaving out 
of desperation. 

THOMPSON stated that within the Communist Party- 
USA, there has emerged a decisive and growing majority 
leadership around national policy. The same process of 
consolidation of the leadership is taking place in some 
District organizations. Although there are still many 
unsolved oroblems, the decisive feature is the growth and 
consolidation of the leadership. He stated that two bad 
spots are Pennsylvania and Southern California. 

THOMPSON stated that the consolidation of the 
Party and the leadership is reflected in: (l) The building 
of the press; (2) Increased, though limited, mass work, such 
as the issuing of leaflets and the influencing of people 
during the Middle East crisis; (3) Participation both 
directly and indirectly in the election campaigns; (4) 
Some Communist Party re-building in some Districts (for 
example, New Jersey); and (5) Theoretical development of 
the Negro question (for example, the document of JAMES 
JACKSON entitled "New Features of the Negro Question in the 
United States"). 

Above all, the question of whether there will be 
a Communist Party or not has been decisively resolved. Now tin. 
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CP is working for consolidation and unity. Some split -off 
groups have given up their original idea of influencing the 
Communist Party or of picking up the pieces if the Communist 
Partv disintegrated. The former factional freedom has been 
curtailed and stopped. Continuing, THOMPSON s&d, HARRY 
HAYWOOD and ARMANDO ROMAN evidently concluded that their 
future inside the Communist Party was very dim and this is 
why they resorted to a conference and pulled out of the 
Communist Party. 

Then THOMPSON reviewed the first issue of "The 
Vanguard", the publication of the Provisional Committee to 
Reconstitute the Communist Party - USA, He said that their 
first programmable statement indicates that they do not base 
themselves on mass issues. They have organized themselves 
to work both within and on our Party. Their thesis is that 
the Communist Party - USA is dominated by revisionists. 
THOMPSON saidtthat the ultra-Left plans a dual operation 
to work without and within the Communist Party - USA and 
it will try to intervene in the preparation for the future 
convention of the Communist Party - USA. 

THOMPSON said that the Communist Party - USA is not 
naive enough to believe that the names the Provisional 
Committee to Reconstitute the Communist Party - USA listed 
is a total list of all their members. They have more. They 
organised their meetings with security in order to be able 
to continue to do some work from within the Communist Party - 
USA in order to demoralize the functioning of the Party. 

THOMPSON said that there will be no automatic 
exoulsion of non-leaders of the ultra-Left. Individual 
supporters of the ultra-Left should be called in and talked 
to and each case decided individually. He also stated that 
the Communist Party - USA should deal with this problem in 
its press so that the Party can talk to its members about 
the ultra -Left leaders and their thesis and aims. He said 
that the Communist Party needs a basic statement within a 
week to expose this group. 

Next, THOMPSON said that the ultra left waited too 
long to damage the Communist Party. The charge of the ultra- 
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Left that the Communist Party is revisionist is not real and 
no one will believe them. Further, since the Communist Party 
is doing some work, the ultra-Left grouping has reached 
a dead end street. 



Reaction of the National Office, CP, USA., 

To Action Taken By the Provisional Committee to 

Reconstitute the CP, USA 

"The Worker", issue of August 17, 1958, page 15, 
column 1, 2 and 3, contained an article captioned "Ultra- 
Left Pactional Meeting Denounced By CP Executive Body, 
This article is set out as follox\rs: 

"The national executive committee of the Communist 
Party on Tuesday adopted a statement on a factional conference 
scheduled this weekend for New York. The statement follows: 
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"'There has come to our attention a "Call to 
a Conference for Marxist-Leninist Action" to be held in 
New York Aug. 16 and 17. The call is signed by a 
"Provisional Conference Committee," 

"'This call, which emanates from an ultra- 
left factional grouping which has existed for some 
time, attacks the Communist Party of the United States 
as being allegedly a revisionist, TitoSe organization. 
"There are," it declares, "only two parties in the world in 
which Titoism and National 'Communism' represent the 
policy ax& program of the leadership — Yugoslavia and the 
United States." 

" ' It follows these unprincipled slanders against 
both the Party and its leadership with a call to" a con- 
ference to weld ourselves closer together, to coordinate 
our ideas and tactics, and to determine the next steps 
required to carry forward this struggle." An accompanying 
letter gives as New York contacts for participants a 
screening committee composed of Harry Haywood and Armando 
Roman, both well-known as leaders of the ultra-left 
faction. 

"'This call climaxes a long period of factional, 
anti-Party activity, involving the circulation of factional 
documents repudiating the line of the Party and attacking 
its leadership, and consistent refusal to use Party channels 
of debate, deliberate sabotage of Party decisions and cam- 
paigns, refusal to support the Worker or the Party fund 
drive, extensive travel by representatives of the faction 
for the purpose of setting up local factional groups in 
different areas, and similar actions. 

"'It is a call to casry forward a struggle 
against the Party, and for the setting up of a dual 
organization in position to it. It is a preparation 
for an attempt to split the Party, and is aimed at its 
destruction. 

"'It takes place at a time when American 
imperialism has launched its aggression in the Mideast, 
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at a time , too, when the Party is increasingly getting 
into action and moving forward. It is, in fact, a des- 
perate reaction to the improving situation within the 
Party, the last gasp of a group which can no longer 
operate wi thin its ranks as in the past, 

"'Those who are responsible for the organisation 
of this factional "conference 11 have by this act placed 
themselves outside the Party, and merit expulsion from its 
ranks. The names of the ringleaders, such as Haywoocl, 
Roman, Ted Allen, Joe Dougher, and others known to us, 
are being turned over to the appropriate district 
committees for disciplinary action. We warn all others 
concerned of the possible consequences of participation 
in such a gathering P We urge every district to take 
speedy action to wipe out this anti -Party center in our midst 
and to eliminate such factional plotting once and for all. 1 " 

T~4 advised on August 21, 1958, that he had 
learned, on the previous day, that the CP, USA, knew 
very little regarding the conference of the ultra-left 
that was held on the weekend of August 15 to August 17, 
1958, in New York City. About all the CP did know 
was that the conference was held and the names of some 
of the "big shots" participating in the conference. The 
informant also advised he had learned from ROBERT THOMPSON 
on August 20, 1958, that the ultra-left conference was 
done so with full security enforced by individuals in the 
ultra-left, THOMPSON stated that the CP had attempted 
to send people to this conference, but the people that they had 
elected had become known as having broken with the ultra- 
left and they were refused entrance, 

THOMPSON stated that the ultra-left conference 
had conclusive results. He advised that the CP must 
determine the identities of all the individuals that 
were present at the ultra-left conference* THOMPSON stated 
that the Party machinery was already in f motion to 
take action against the ultra-left gmp, THOMPSON 
said that it is planned that the various Party organizations 
such as the County and Section organizations, will handle 
the interviews of those individuals on their levels in the 
Party organization who were present at the ultra-left 
conference. 
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T-2 advised on August 25* 1958*, that there was 
a .meeting of the Resident National Executive Committee 
of the CP, USA held in New York City, August 19, 1953* The 
informant stated that a point of review at this meeting was 
what happened at the ultra-left conference. The informant 
stated "that HY LUMER pointed out at this meeting that 
there was quite a discussion in the ultra, -left group prior 
to the conference it held. The discussion among, the 
ultra-left was not whether to leave the Party, but how 
to leave the Party „ HY LUMER reported that at the 
ultra-left conference, HARRY HAYWOOD was elected Chairman 
and ARMANDO ROMAN was elected the General Secretary of 
the Provisional Committee to Reconstitute the CP , USA. 

The informant stated that there was some dis- 
satisfaction in the handling of the ultra-left con- 
ference by the National Executive Committee. The Party 
would have to start gathering information district by 
district in order to be sure of the identity of those 
Who attended the ultra-left conference. BOB THOMPSON 
also thought that there is a process of differentiation 
taking place within the ultra-left similar to the process 
of differentiation taking place within the right wing. 
The big split in these groupings is xvhether to split 
with the Party or not* THOMPSON urged that the Party 
expel the leaders of this ultra-left group, but that 
the Party should not use the blunderbuss and hit the 
rank and file. The Party should try to win over as 
many rank and filers as possible fom this new ultra-left 
organization. 

T-2 advised on September 2, 1958* that on that 
date there was an informal meeting of leading members 
of the CP of Illinois at Party Headquarters in Chicago 
on that date. THOMPSON was present at this meeting and 
admitted that the CP did not have anyone present at the 
conference of the ultra-left who is able to give a 
good picture of what happened at the conference. THOMPSON 
said that it is his job to get material on what did happen 
at this conference o THOMPSON commented that the National 
leadership of the .;n£|SA feels that while the leaders of 
the ultra-ift ma,de ' ly " decision to form a new organization, 
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that they instructed some of their supporters to remain 
in the CP, THOMPSON said that it will be the task of the 
CP to ferret out those ultra-left supporters who have 
been instructed to stay in the CP. THOMPSON said that 
while some persons who are sympathetic to the cause of 
the ultra-left did not attend the ultra-left conference s 
the Party does not know whether they disagreed with the 
decision of the ultra-left to break with the CP or 
whether that they did not attend the conference for 
tactical reasons. THOMPSON said that the Party does 
know that there was a split within the ranks of 
the ultra-left over the matter of breaking with the 
Party.

T»4, on 7/16/58, stated that EUGENE DENNIS, that 



date, said that the CP, USA. i>lam»& te-jaflG.V*& JEROME, a 
member of the CP. USA Jewish Sub-Committee to Cauda for 
discussions with* the CP there on the Jewish Question. DENNIS 
said that he anticipated serious trouble in the CP, USA 
over the Jewish issue and that there were many domrades who 
were anti-Party in regard to this issue. 



Later, according to the informant, DENNIS said that 



after further consideration of this idea, he planned to wait 
until he had the opportunity to discuss this question and 
plan with other leaders in the CPJUSA, prior to sending 
JEROME on this trip. 



T-2, on 9/17/58, learned that V.J. JEROME planned 



to leave New York City in September, 1958 for Poland and 
England, where he planned to spend a year in an attempt 
to finish a book he was writing. He also anticipated 
traveling in fee Soviet Union during this trip. 

•The informant also learned that date that 
EUGENE DENNIS said that although JEROME would/Be traveling 
with the credentials of the CP, USA, and will not be a 
representative of the Jewish Commission of the CP, USA, 
the Party desired him to make the trip inasmuch as he 
would be traveling the same route as PAUL N0VICK* According 
to DENNIS, the' CP, USA is not satisfied with NOVICE* s line 
on the Jewish Question and that, therefore, JEROME would 
be able to compensate for NOYICK's "unhealthy" attitude in 
this matter. 



JEROME, according to DENNIS, would not be received 



by the Soviets as the official CP, USA representative, but 
the Party would furnish him with documents indicating that 
he was the editor of "Political Affairs", a former National 
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Committee member, a person who had served a prison term 
under the Smith Act and, as such., he was a trusted comrade 
in the eyes of the CP, tJSA. 

The informant also learned on 9/17/58, that in 
addition to JEROME and NOVICK, ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG, 
JAMES JACKSON, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, and JOHN ABT were 
also going to make trips abroad in the near future. 

GEORGE MORRIS was :viso planning to leave in 
mid-October to attend and address a left wing union meeting 
in Rome. He has an invitation to attend a trade union 
function in Moscow and he plans to be in the latter city for 
the 21st Congress of the CPSU in January, 1959- According 
to DENNIS, the CP, USA is undecided at the moment whether 
MORRIS should be given CP, USA credentials in connection 
with this trip. 

ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG , according to the informant, 
also is planning a trip to the Soviet Union in the near 
future* TRACHTENBERG is particularly anxious to be in 
Moscow during the 21st Congress of the CPSU in January, 1959* 

The informant learned that EIEABETH GURLEY PLYNN 
and JAMES JACKSON are preparing for trips to Moscow, 
According to DENNIS, they may be the officially announced 
delegates to the CP SU*s 21st Congress held in the city* 

• II. CP, USA RELATIONS WITH THE 
CP OP MEXICO 



T-23* on 7/25/58, advised that the Central 
Committee of the Mexican CP wrote to the CP, USA on 
7/5/58 to inform them that the 13th National Congress of the • 
Mexican CP was to be held from 9/29/58 to IO/6/58 in Torreon, 
Mexico g The Mexican Party extended an invitation to the 
CP, USA to send a delegation to the congress 02?, if th&y 
were not possible, then suitable greetings. 

T-23, on 8/25/^, stated that on 8/17/58, JAMES 
JACKSON said that he was being considered as the delegate 
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to represent the CP, USA at the congress of- the Mexican 
CP at the end of September. 

T-23, on 9/17/58, learned that the congress of 
the Mexican CP scheduled to be held on 9/29/58., had been 
postponed. 

T--2, on 9/3.4/58, advised that the CP of Mexico 
had written to the CP, USA on 8/25/58, stating that the offices 
of the Central Committee of the CP of Mexico had been raided 
on 8/23/58 by policemen. The Party's newspaper in Mexico 
had also been raided. The Mexican CP blamed these raids 
on the fact that the government is seriously concerned 

by the explosion of discontent among the masses and it was 
trying to intimiaate them. The Mexican CP concluded by 
asking the CP, USA to send protests of this act to the 
President of Mexico. 

"The Worker", 9/21/58, page 3, column 1, in an 
item entitled "Protest Mexican Govt. Raid of CP", stated that 
the CP, USA had sent a telegram to the President of Mexico 
from EUGENE DENNIS on behalf of the Party's National Executive 
Committee, expressing shock at the atisoks by government being 
carried out against workers, organizations trade unions, 
and the CP. It compared these attacks with the Mc- 
Carthyite attacks against liberty in the USA and reminded 
the President of Mexico that Mc Carthyism had been repudiated 
by millions of Ameicans. 

The CP,U. S.jS, went on to say that terror could not 
suppress the just ands of the people fighting to ease 
their living conditions and it was only Wall Street 
imperialism that greeted these attacks with sympathy because 
it wanted to supple ss the liberties and independence of 
countries and peoples . 

III. CP, U SA MEETING RE GARDING PRANCE

the Present Situation in France", sponsored by "The 
Worker", was held at Central Plaza Hall, 111 Second Avenue,

JOSEPH NORTH., a speaker at the meeting, stated 
that the danger of Fascism in Europe is great with De GAUL IE; 
. in power., and that the CP of France is the only party 
fi^ting.h.ijrioNORTH urged his listeners to alert the people 
to the dangers facing j/rance and said that he was v proud 
of the fight cf the CP of France against Fascism* He charged 
that theUvSo Government was furnishing money to DE GAU&LE 
to be used in the fight against the people of Algeria 
and he demanded that this be stopped* 

BENJAMIN DAVIS , another speaker at the meeting, 
said that there was a connection between the struggle in 
France and the fight for liberty in the TL3 0 He urged the 
building of the CP*, USA., as it is the only party that is 
fighting for Socialism in America* He critised the "rotten 
imperialists" of France but added that the American imperial^ 
ists should not be forgotten as they are the foundation of 
world imperialism. He said thei?e could, not be'^a stable* 
government in Frase without the CP and tht with the CP^ 
France would establish a popular front government which would 
lead France to Socialism,, 

DA^is said that there is no interference in the 
American CP from foreign sources. He stated., 1! we have our 
own discussions and make our own decisions and we have 
decided that the Soviet Union is fighting for the 
liberation of all colonial peoples, that the Soviet Union 
is building Socialism,, and that the Soviet Union is fighting 
for peace o 11 

The informant stated that the meeting adopted 
a proposal to send greetings to the CP of France in" its 
fight against DE GAULIE, 

on 7/II/58, reported that on that date 
BENJAMIN DAVIS stated that the American CP withdrew from 
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the Communist International because of American laws* He 
added, however, that "we" still follow their line and way of 
thinking, but because of the "illegal laws" of this country 
the CP , USA cannot endorse anything. 

IV, KXCHAM^ES ^O^LI^ATUIffi 

T-2, on 8/25/58, stated that, according to WILLIAM 
L« PATTERSON, three thousand subscriptions to "The Worker" 
are sent to Russia each week. PATTERSON stated that the 
financial situation of "The Worker" is very bad and if it 
we're not for the above subscriptions, the money problem 
would be even worse. 

T~2, on 9/14/58, advised that EUGENE DENNIS, that 
date, announced that the n*ew world Communist publication 
"World Marxist Review" would be distributed in the United 
States through the Imported Publications and Products, 
Incorporated, 4 West l6th Street, in New York City* 

V, CP, USA POSITION ON CU BA ISSUE 

"The Worker", 7/13/58, page 2, coloam 4, in an 
editorial entitled "At Our Doorstep", charged a heightened 
reign of terror by the Batista regime- Oft ban citizens 
•were being abducted from their homes to be murdered and tortured* 
The editorial said that according to "Cuban democratic sources",' 
the. Cuban Secret Police* with FBI aid, has drawn up a list 
of those to be removed from the political scene. The editorial 
said that the overwhelming majority of Cubans wanted an 
end to the Batista regime and were outraged by the open and 
covert aid the dictator received* It concluded that once 
again "the imperialists of our land align themselves with 
the forces opposing any social: and political change - 
that would -spell progress and" 4 dem©cracy 0 n 

"The Worker", 8/IO/58, page 14, column 1, in an 
article entitled "Protest Landing of Marines in Cuba", 
announced ttefc the National Executive Committee of "toe CP, 
USA had protested the landing of the marines in Cuba on 
7/28/58 as an act of aggression by HS C military forces without 
any provocation. In the statement" issued by the NEJC, the Party 
called on Americans to write their Senators tirg&stg 'a probe 
by the Senate Foreign Relations Committee into the use of 
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Unarms to shoot Cubans. The statement called for the 
withdrawal of aim S*troops from Cuba and the closing of 
the naval base at Guantanaiuo, The CP, USA also sent its 
greetings and pledges of support to the Popular Socialist 
Party of (Efoa in its struggle to free Cuba from the Batista 
tyrarmjo 

VI. CP* USA ACTIVITIES REGARDING MIDDLE 
EAST SITUATION 



T-25j on 7/30/58, furnished a copy of a letter 
dated 7/16/58 addressed "To All Districts" by EUGENE DENNIS 
in which he set forth the text of a telegram he had sent 
to President EISENHOWER on 7/15/58 in the name of the National 
Committee of the CP. The telegram called the dispatch of 
American armed forces into Lebanon "an act of aggressive- 
imperialist intervention in the internal affairs of that 
country." It menaced the national independence of all Arab 
nations, threatened to plunge the entire Middle East into 
armed conflict and constituted a grave menace to world 
peace . 

The telegram charged that the action was taken in.- the 
interests of- the oil trusts and it demanded the removal 
of all American military -forces from the Middle East, 
abandonment of the EISENHOWER Doctrine, and an end to to 
by -passing of the UN. The telegram ux-'ged the speedy con- 
vening of a summit conference to effect a peaceful settlement 
of the Middle East situation and other outstanding questions. 

In his letter incorporating the above telegram, 
DENNiS said that the presence ofVLS'* troups in Lebanon 
has created a new crisis which serxously endangers world 
peace and that it is important that the Party react to this 
situation immediately in all possible ways. He urged that 
all possible steps be taken to develop mass protests against 
the aggressive action of the EISENHOWER administration and 
that the national office should be kept informed of all 
developments in the districts. 

T-7* on 7/17/58, stated that EUGENE DENNIS, that 
date, said that the Middle East situation was "the major 
thing everyplace." He urged that messages be sent in order 
to try and influence other people and other organizations 
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to speak up on this issue * He suggested a campaign em- 
bodying postcards, resolutions and petitions be instituted 
dealing with the Middle East situation* 

T-32, on 7/18/58, stated that SAM KUSHNER was 
going to send to "The Worker" office, a statement by a 
group of Socialists and Quakers against theTL&fe inter- 
vention in Lebanon o KUSHNER said, however , that "unfortunately 1 ' 
tfae statements included a sentence saying that they condom 
this action as they condemned the Russian action in Hungary. 
KUSHNER stated that he would submit the entire text of 
this statement and that NY could edit it as they see fit* 

"The Worker" of 7/27/58* page 2, column 4* in an 
editorial entitled "A Perilous Moment" said that nothing 
before mankind today began to rival the importance of a 
successful summit conference ^or peace. It called President 
EISENHOWER 1 s reply to KHSiQiSHGHEVs proposal for a conference 
"a cynical perversion of the very essence of a summit 
conference." 

The editorial said that the voice for peace must 
be heard evepywher^ and it called for resolutions, protest 
meetings , delegations to municipal , state and federal 
authorities to promote this. 

on 8/5/% stated that ARNOLD JOHNSON wrote 
to all districts on 7/31/58 to point out the various activities 
of some districts in regard to the current international 
situation. He pointed out that one district had made the 
struggle for peace the major point of its work and that ■ cc. I 
included daily contact with many ' non-Communist forces in 
mass orgarizatlons . JOHNSON described the effectiveness that 
emergency meetings of peace committees and peace organisations 
can have in the peace movement. He said it was also possible 
to :ini:cia1e joint statements with these organizations on the 
necessity for the withdrawal at- troops and the immediate 
convening of a summit conference. He encouraged the use of 
"walks for peace" , picket lines, interviews and forums and 
statements by local union leaders or rank and file members 
on this issue • 

T-4, on 8/11/58, stated that BOB THOMPSON, in dis- 
cussing some "great developments" within the Party that date, 
stated that the Middle East crisis was considered a "favorable . 
situation" from the point of view of the CP and it is already 
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beginning to show positive results* (l) bundle orders for 
"The Worker" have increased by 1300 copies in the last two 
weeks., (2) meetings and forums are being held in many 
districts \*ith -the Middle East issue as a focal point, 
and (3) the sections are showing activity and life as a 
result of this issue. 

T-23, on 9/8/58, stated that HXMAN LTJMER wrote 
to all districts on 9/4/58 enclosing a copy of a leaflet 
issued by the New Jersey CP which the national 0 ff±oe 
planned to issue on a national basis. He requested that 
all districts place their orders for this leaflet. 

The leaflet which LUMER enoloeed was entitled 
"No War for Oili" It charged^ tlysz by quoting excerpts 
from non-Communist sources* - that 'tha-U^So- was, being led to war 
only to protect the colossal profits of the oil monopolies. 
It claimed that the Soviet Union, which has no oil trusts, 
has stood consistently for freedom of the Arab nations and 
has' had no troubles in the Middle East. 

The leaflet urged that a foreign policy consistent 
with the principles of the Declaration of Independence, the 
UN Charter and the Bandung Declaration of the Afro-Asian 
nations be adopted. It also urged all its r.eaders to write 
to the President demanding the immediate withdrawal of 
American troqps in Lebanon, freedom, of the Arab countries 
to settle their own affairs, and a summit conference of the 
big powers for peaceful negotiation of all differences* 

VII, C P, USA POSITION O N CHINA-FOHKfOSA ISSUE 

"The Worker", 9/1 4/58, page 3, column 1, in an 
article entitled "C? Telegram Urges Withdrawal of U«S.Navy 
from China Waters/ 1 announced that the CP, USA had protested 
by telegram to President EISENHOWER the deployment of U a S» 
Naval forces in .China : s territorial waters* It charged 
that the renewed use of theU tf S»fleet in those waters was 
an act of aggression against the People- s Republic of China 
and that this action was frauglit with the greatest danger 
of war. In this situation, the CP, USA claimed that it joim'd 
hands x*ith millions of other Americans to call for the 
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withdrawal of all American military £o?tfees from Chinese 
territorial waters, resumption of negotiations with the 
People *s Republic of China at the ambassadorial level 
looking toward estaSLishment of normal diplomatic 
relations between the two countries, and support by 
the United States of the People^ Republic of China 
request for admission to the UN.

"The Worker" , 7/27/58, page 16 , column l,in an 
article entitled "Ben Davis Leads Picket Line at Lodge's 
Office", stated that a picket line pretesting the Tf„S.s inter- 
vention in the Middle East was led by BENJAMIN J, DAVIS, Chair- 
man of the New York State CP, before the offices of the 
TL.S e Mission to the UN, at 2 Park Avenue, New York City, on 
7/22/58, The marchers carried p&dket signs urging negotiations 
at the summit to prevent World War III and -or?ging that Mr' 0 LODGE 
spoak for the American people and not for tne Rockefeller 
oil interests* 

According to the article, ARNOLD JOHNSON, JAMES 
JACKSON, and WILLIAM PATTERSON also marched on the picket 
line. An attempt . ?■ made by the marchers to speak to Mr.

He suggested that 
Negro clergymen who have shown dissatisfaction with the 
attitude of the government be mobilized and that pickets 
bearing signs opposing the role of American imperialism 
in the South demonstrate before the UN Building.

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The informant stated that this proposal of 
PATTERSON'S was favorably discussed by the other leaders 
present at the meeting and it was decided that the petition 
should be a united front effort and should be presented 
at the next session of the UN General Assembly* PATTERSON 
was told to consult with other Negro leaders as the first

T-24, on 7/1/58, stated that on that date, BENJAMIN 
J. DAVIS, stated that the report that EUGENE DENNIS had 
given at the National Committee meeting in June, 1958, did 
not go into the colonial question enough. DAVIS felt 
that the Party has not had a good idea of its vanguard rol© 
in th.e colonial liberation movement. He believed that the 
Party failed to show the South American people that Vice- 
President NIXON could not represent the entire American view- 
point. He added that the Party should be thinking of how it 
can huild a fire under the American imperialists to show 
them that they do not have the support of the people in Venezuil 
and other Latin andSouth American countries. 

DAVIS said that the colonial movement started in 
Africa but ifc will move to this continent and wi^ have 
practical application to the CP,, USA, It will/up a whole 
new field and will affect the Puerto Rican movement in New 
York City. 

T-22, on 7/3/58, advised that at a CP meeting 
"On the Present Situation in Prance "w&&a&. .was held on 
7/2/58 at the Central Plaza Hall, 111 2nd Avenue, New York 
City, BENJAMIN J e DAVIS spoke on the liberation movement 
of the colonial people of the world. He said, "Africa is 
the last big price the imperialists are about to lose." 
We have a duty to support this liberation movement. We must 
alert the American working class to the importance of their 
solidarity with the people of Africa." 

T-2, on 8/25/58, stated that at a meeting of the 
National Executive Committee held on 8/19/58, in New York 
City, those present talked about the influences of the anti- 
colonial movement upon the American Negro and the fact that 
the Party must make" a full study of this anti-colonialism 
and how the Socialist countries, particularly the Soviet 
Union and China, have given support to this movement.

On September 29, 1958, T-2 advised that a meeting

The informant added that at the session held on 
September 19, 1958, ARNOLD JOHNSON delivered a report on 
elections. 

In this report JOHNSON analyzed the results of 
recent elections in several states. 

He pointed out that the elections in Maine, Utah 
and Wisconsin were dominated by the events in the Mideast 
and Par East. 

He added that the results of the Maine election 
and of the California primary were answers to the policies 
of EISENHOWER and DULLES. 

JOHNSON mentioned Detroit as an example of an 
election campaign in which labor played an independent role. 

He continued that elections in Texas, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Florida x^rere decided on the basis of local 
issues.

JOHNSON, according to the informant, described 
the United Socialist ticket as an attempt to substitute a 
new party for the Communist Party. 

He added that the Communist Party must do 
everything possible in order to smash this ticket because if 
the United Socialist ticket obtains 50,000 votes for the 
governorship, it could become a threat to the Communist 
Party . 

JOHNSON, in speaking of the i960 election campaign, 
stated that the ousting of the Dixiecrats would be the most 
important objective. 

He also stated that slogans should be composed 
centering around economics, peace and civil rights • 

EUGENE DENNIS, according to the informant, at 
the same meeting urged that the Communist Party emphasize 
the slogan, "Oust the Dixiecrats/ 1 

He added that a cry should be raised to impeach 
all those who have violated the Constitution, thus involving 
every Dixiecrat, 

BENJAMIN J, DAVIS, JR., according to the informant, 
at the same meeting stated that the Communist Party must 
think ahead so that labor can free itself of the tx*o party 
machines, Republican and Democratic. 
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DAVIS attacked the Trotskyites, saying that 
the bourgeoisie are using the Trotskyites to prevent the 
formation of a real ifcfoi:?d party in the United States. 

In conclusion DAVIS discussed the reconstruction 
of the Communist Party in Harlem. He said that the Communists 
have^to (1) clarify the Negro question; (2) clarify the 
elec Loral role of the Communist Party and participate in 
these elections and (3) unify the Communist Party" in the 
actual struggle and establish a united front with other 
mass organisations.

On August 19, 1958, according to T-2, a meeting 
of leaders, of the Communist Party was held at its national 
office on that date. 

The informant advised that during the meeting, 
BENJAMIN DAVIS commented, "They must develop ways and 
means to capture the imagination of people, the masses, 
the workers, which brings them in direct contact with the 
monopolies of the City, and show them there is ample money 
in the City of New York, especially the big corporations, 
to meet the needs of the people." DAVIS said there are 
some hundred odd billionaire corporations and over 1,000 
in- the multi-millionaire category. In reference to 
corporate taxes, DAVIS said it would be wise for the Party 
leaders to meet with, some lawyers and legislative experts 
for the purpose of drawing bills which could attack the 
whole question of taxation. DAVIS felt that the drawing 
of a bill would, give the Party an entree to the 
rank and file, the Negro people's movement, and other 
segments of the population. 

On September 15, 1958, T-l made available a 
document which reflected that ARNOLD JOHNSON, Secretary 
of Public Affairs, CP, USA, appeared before the Senate 
•Foreign Relations Committee in Washington, DC, on July 17 , 
1958. 
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The document reflected that JOHNSON Introduced 
himself as Secretary of Public Affairs of the CP, USA, 
appearing in behalf of that organization to oppose a 
pending bill entitled, "A Bill to Provide Standards For 
the Issuance of Passports and Other Purposes" „ In his 
remarks JOHNSON said, "the bill was an expression of 
Mc Carthyism, which the American people repeatedly repudiated 
elections. This bill is directed against all Americans who 
advucate peace, who disagree with Secretary of State DULLES, 
and not only against Communism and those who disagree with 
Communists i"

Campa ign to Free HENRY WINSTON and GIL GREEN 

On August 18 , 1958,, T-10 made available a letter 
dated August 15, 1953, addressed: "To All Members of the 
National Committee and to All Districts „ " This letter is 
signed " ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, for the National Committee, 
and concerns the amnesty and parole campaign for HENRY 
WINSTON and GIL GREEN. 

This letter noted that the United States Court 
of Appeals on August 5, 1958, reversed the last New York 
Smith Act conviction and dismissed the indictment based 
on Supreme Court decisions in the California and 
Connecticut cases. The letter pointed out that the Smith 
Act is not dead because the membership clause is being 
used to try various CP members and further, because two 
of the CP leaders, HENRY WINSTON and GIL GREEN,, still face 
five more years in Federal prisons „ 

The letter points out that today is the most 
appropriate time to act in their behalf, and therefore, 
National Committee members are urged to set an example 
in assuming personal responsibility for the necessary 
work in the districts to speed the release of WINSTON and 
GREEN by a campaign for parole and for amnesty. 
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The letter notes that ??£NST0N and GREEN will 
be eligible for parole this fall and they are making 
applications to the October meeting of the United States 
Board of Parole. The letter notes further that many 
hundreds of letters urging amnesty have gone to 
President EISENHOWER. 

The letter also points out that the Families 
of the Smith Act Victims Committee of Chicago has 
issued a brochure giving the plan of activity and the 
necessary data and that these brochures t&e available 
in all CP Districts. 

T-2 advised on August 25, 1958, that a meeting 
of the resident NEC of the CP, USA, was held at CP 
headquarters in New York City, on August 19, 1958, 

The informant advised that one of the items 
which was taken up at this meeting was the amnesty 
campaign for HENRY WINSTON and GIL GREEN. According 
to the informant, the NEC agreed to exert its energies 
to prepare for the United States Board of Parole hearing 
for WINSTON and GREEN, which is scheduled this fall. 

On September 22, 1958/ T-10 made available a 
letter from ARNOLD JOHNSON, dated September 17, 1958, which 
was addressed "to all Districts and to all National 
Committee- members. " This letter concerns the application 
of HENRY WINSTON and GIL GREEN for parole. 

In this letter, JOHNSON writes that the national 
6ffice of the CP suggests that each District should have 
a project to visit selected people and get them to write 
to the United States Board of Parole in behalf of 
HENRY WINSTON and GIL GREEN. The letter suggests that 
labor leaders, Negro leaders, clergymen, social workers and 
other prominent public figures be contacted in this regard.

T-ll advised on September 8, 1958, that 
ROBERT THOMPSON participated in a CP meeting in 
Chicago, Illinois on September 3 3 1958, which concerned 
the work beeing done and the future action to be taken 
in the parole campaign in behalf of HENRY WINSTON and 
GIL GREEN. 

T-ll advised that those attending the meeting 
discussed what is being done nationally in the parole 
campaign for WINSTON and GREEN. THOMPSON stated that when 
he returns to New York he will determine who is handling 
the publicity in this regard in the New York City 
area. THOMPSON stated NORMAN THOMAS is heading the 
drive for sponsors for WINSTON and GREEN j however, 
there is some question as to whether his letters to 
the parole board can he used or if it is strictly a 
private situation. THOMPSON asserted that BEN DAVIS 
has used the WINSTON and GREEN cases in his campaign 
for the NeT York State Senate, however, the CP will 
not have DAVIS overdo this matter in searching 
for a campaign issue. THOMPSON asserted that when 
he returns to New Yo2k City, he will look into the 
reasons why the Committee has not begun to function 
on these cases. THOMPSON stated that the Committee 
had heen set up in this regard, but it is not 
functioning effectively and that he intends to do 
something about it. 

The August 17, 1958 issue of "The Worker" 
carried an article on page nine, columns three r-five, 
by ELIZABETH GURLEY ELl'NN captioned "Foley Sauare - Cracked 
At Last." 
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This article reflects that since December., 19^8* 
the Federal Court House in Foley Square^ has been 
the scene of costly trials and appeals in Smith Act 
cases. The article related that this pattern was broken 
with the United States Court of Appeals decision 
on August 3, 1958, which reversed the convictions of 
six defendants and dismissed the indictments in their 
cases,. 

The article continued that eleven members of 
the National Board of the CP were sentenced there ^ 
and that eight served their sentences and are still 
under indictment based on the membership clause of the 
Smith Act. 

The article reflects that HENRY WINSTON and 
GIL GREE£ are still in prison a,nd that letters should be 
written to President EISENHOWER urging him to act at 
once on behalf of these two individuals* 



E conomic Situation 

T-2 advised tin August 25, 1958,, that a meeting 
of the resident NEC of the CP, USA was held at CP 
headquarters > New York City, on August 19, 1958. 

T-2 reported that one of the items on the 
agenda was a report by I-3Y LUMER on the present economic 
situation in the United States. LUMER stated that 
there is no basic change in the economic picture at the 
present time and that mass unemployment is still with 
us. He stated that 5i million people are out of work 
and that 1/3 of the American families have had a 
reduction in income, which is due to shorter work hours. 
LUMER stated there may be a pickup in employment , but 
predicted this would just be a temporary development 
and t?ha,t the economic situation would become worse if 
a cut in military spending materialized.

On August 18, 1958, T-2 made available a 
mimeographed letter, dated July 31 ^ 1958, addressed 
"to all Districts 11 and signed "Arnold Johnson" which 
deals with activities for peace and a summit meeting* 

In this letter JOHNSON instructs all OP Districts 
to furnish the aaticn&l office of the OP with an 
analysis of vjhat is being done by the OP, as well as 
"other forces" regarding the peace movement in their 
particular District g. According to the letter, JOHNSON 
whites that this analysis is needed in order for the 
ifetional office of the CP to evaluate what is happening 
in this field on a national basis* 

M i s c e 1 lane oa s 

On August 29; 1958* T-2 made available a 
three page mimeographed document captioned "New 
Offensive Against Peoples Rights." According to 
T-2, this item was preparedly JAMES WEST, a member of 
the State Committee of the Illinois CP and was 
distributed through channels of the CP, USA, The 
document states in part; 

"Despite a number of important victories 
for democratic rights in recent years, there are 
many signs today of a renewed offensive agatinsb the 
people <s rights, led by the Justice Department, the

On September l±, 1958, T~l8 advlsad that hs had 
learned on September 2, 1958, that a CP Regional Steel 
Commission was/tdr hie Id in Cleveland, Ohio, near the end 
of September, 1958 * Informant advised that Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Gary, Indiana, and Pittsburgh would 
send representatives to the meeting* 

On September 6, 1958, T-19 advised that a CP 
Railrofd conference was held in Chicago, Illinois, on 
that date,, informant said there were 16 persons in 
attendance, and that they came from Midwestern and 
Eastern States* 

Informant advised that the group proposed the 
following as its future programs 

1. Attempt to obtain 100 new CP railroad members 
by the end of "the year, namely, 1958 0 

2. Nationalise railroads 0 

3. Strive for a 30 hour week. 

4. Obtain pensions for railroad employees 
having 30 years service at one-half pay* 
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5, Obtain severance pay for railroad employees.. 

6, r Set up united negotiations and united- settlements 
for all railroad employees, 

7, Set up a, program of safety on the railroads , 
particularly in regard tq the lack of adequate 
maintenance of railroad equipment, 

8, Fight for jobs fpr Fegroes on the railroad, 

Informant advised that it was agreed to* implement 
this program through proper channels ? namely, through the 
CP ?tate Cqmmittces and the National Coromittee, It was 
decided that the Fational Co*nmittee should be requested 
to finance and organize a campaign within the railroad 
industry, 

T~19 said the group expects to hold a Fational 
Railroad conference within 'the next six months, which will 
be for the purpose of organizing a National Railroad 
Commission of the CP, and it will be attended by represen- 
tatives from all sections of the United States, 

On September 11, 19£8, T-2 advised that he had 
learned that during a meeting of the CP Railroad conference, 
which was recently held in Chicago ^ that a coordinating 
committee was established, which committee is presently 
comprised of members from Chicago, Few York, Boston* and 
Minneapolis, However, in the event that other members are 
recruited by additional states, there wj.ll be new 
representatives placed on the committee. The informant 
said the headquarters of the coordinating committee will 
be in Chicago, 
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On September 3, 1958, T-19 advised that he had 
learned that o n that date, ROBERT THOMPSON met with leaders 
or the Illinois CP, at which time the CP's policy on 
industrial matters was discussed. 

The informant said THOMPSON discussed the 
feasibility of a regional commission in tht. Midwest, and a 
proposed Trade Union Commission, which was supposed to 
have been established by the National Committee during 
its last meeting. 

THOMPSON was of the opinion that the Trade 
Union Commission would overlap with the Regional Commission, 
as far as personnel is concerned.* He said he had been 
considering the establishment of a commission which would 
include CP men in industry, such as steel, auto, and 
others, with the idea of meeting periodically. He concluded 
his remarks by expressing the opinion that the most 
feasible solution is the Regional Commission, coordinated 
under the National Committee and the Executive Committee. 

On September 30, 1958, T-20 advised that on 
that date, a meeting of top CP functionaries was held at 
CP headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, New York City. 

The informant advised that GEORGE MORRIS presented 
a report on the recent Steel Union Convention. MORRIS 
reviewed the convention and concluded that it was the lack 
of organization and strategy which defeated the opposition 
forces in their drive to defeat the "MC DONALD Machine". 

MORRIS said the Party should lead the fight for 
the. shorter work week, as technology has doomed many 
workers. He also felt that the Party should wage an 
effective fight in behalf of Fegroes in the steel unions.

In conclusion, MORRIS said the Party should 
make unions more aware of tiiair role in 195>9 9 by criticising, 
yet supporting then. He said more pressure should be 
placed on the expansion of their program. He felt this 
could be accomplished through "The Worker" and through the 
distribution of ten to fifteen thousand flyers. 

On September 21, 1958, T-2 advised that . 
session of the National Executive Committee, CP, USA, were 
held in New York City, on September 19, 20, 21, 1958 • 
The informant advised that a discussion of the situation 
in the auto industry was had during the meeting. 

The informant advised that CARL WINTER made a 

report on the situation in the automobile industry, which 
report concerned the recent contract of the United 
Automobile Workers and the Ford Motor Company* 

A general discussion of the contract was had 
upon the completion of WIMERis report* at which time it 
was said that the CP feels that: the contract is a bad 
one, but will not advise the workers to refuse the contract* 
However, the Party will tell the workers and a few locals 
not to endorse the contract where there is sentiment in 
these locals for local demands, as exists in Buffalo 
and in Chicago ♦ 

A motion to endorse WINTER *s report was passed* 
In addition, the following proposals or demands were 
approved* 

(1) That the c ommunist party needs to launch a greater 
rank-and-file involvement in the solution of auto pro- 
- . ISeroSjSince there is a complaint that the United Auto 

■ .Workers** is over-staffed with paid Organizers and the 
Adonis not run by the rank-and-f ile members. 
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That the United Auto Workers should pay more 
attention to the unemployed who do not receive 
notice of union meetings and do not receive 
the union paper. 

That special attention be paid to Negroes who 
make up the bulk of the unemployed in the auto 
industry. 

That there be criticism of United Auto Workers 
officials for not getting Fair Employment 
Practices clauses in contracts. 

That more attention be paid to skilled workers 
who are discontent and dissatisfied. This is 
necessary in order to prevent rifts and the 
formation of craft divisions in the union. 

That there be a struggle for democratization of 
the United Auto Workers. This means more rights 
for CP mepibQrs and this matter should be taken 
up diplomatically and quietly.. 

That there be a fight for autonomy in the Locals, 
since the United Auto Workers is ov.er-qentralized. 
This could be an effective weapon to prysway 
local leaders who have grievances against the 
top leadership of the United Auto t/orkers. 

That the question of the effect of automation 
on^ unemployment of the United Auto Workers 
membership be taken up. The reason for this is, 
according to WIKTER*s report, that the United Auto 
Workers membership is now below one million, 
while* it:was reportedly one and one-fourth 
million at one time. . WINTER also reported that 
during the nor-contract period there was no check- 
off system. Yet, since the negotiations started 
and unemployment decreased, there has been a 
catastrophic drop in dues payments. 
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The following series of proposals were also 
accepted at this Rational Executive Committee meeting:

Connection With desegregation Of The' Schools 
In The South ._______^- r ___^ T __-- r 

T-l, on September 15, 1958, furnished a copy of 
a press release which was issued by the National Executive 
Committee, CP, USA, and by JAMES E. JACKSON, Secretary 
For Southern Affairs, CP, USA. This document issued a 
call to action on the current situation in connection with 
desegregation of the schools in the South. Contained 
within the document is the statement that the situation 
in the South which has been allowed to deteriorate to 
the present crisis stage is primarily the responsibility 
of President Eisenhower. Continuing, JACKSON stated, 
in this document "The Eisenhower Administration, in an 
outrageous manifestation of racist bias, has left the 
Negro people and the Negro school children totally un- 
protected in the exercise of their lawful constitutional 
rights. Eisenhower has thus far refused to honor his 
oath of office to uphold and enforce the laws of the land 
where they concern the elementary rights of Negro people. 
Continuing, JACKSON stated: 

"To win this fight requires the resolute and 
demonstrative action of millions NOW. We call upon our 
fellow citizens individually and through the Trade Unions, 
the Churches, and all democratic organizations of 4b people 
to use all appropriate means to impose their demand upon 
President Eisenhower, the Department of Justice, the 
Congressmen and Senators: 



"....To intervene in defense of the rights of the 
Negro people in the struggle against the backward looking, 
reactionary forces of the Southern segregationists. 



"....To support a full program of federal law 
enforcement in the Southern states to secure the rights 
of the Negro people. 
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"....To demand the imprisonment of Faubus and his 
ilk, of the White Citizens Council leaders, and of the 
KKK chieftains. 

"....To manifest solidarity with the embattled 
school children and Negro freedom fighters in the Deep 
South by militant demonstrations directed at compelling 
Governmental action to protect the Negro people of the 
South in the exercise of their rights. 

".....To concert the full strength of the Negro 
neople, with a maximum of Labor, Church, and Student 
support in a nationwide "No-Work Holiday for Freedom 
NOW." 

"....To develop grass roots and community actions 
of all kinds to raise this struggle to the level of a 
continuing countrywide crusade until complete victory 
is achieved." 

"New Features of The Negro Question In The 
United States" 

T-3, on September 18, 1958, furnished a copy of a 
document entitled: "New Features Of The Negro Question In 
the United States", which document was prepared by JAMES 
E. 'JACKSON, was dated September 20, 1958, and carried the 
notations "Not For Publication." 

T-2 advised on September 19, 1958, that this 
document was distributed at the first days session, of a ' 
three day National Executive Committee meeting, of the CP, 
USA. The informant stated that those present at the meeting 
were instructed to carefully review this document on 
September 19, 1958, in preparation for the second day's 
session of the National Executive Committee meeting on 
September 20, 1958, wherein the Negro question would be 
discussed in detail. 

In a section of this document captioned "On The 
Theory Of The Negro Question' in the United States", JACKSON 
states : 
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"The Negro people are the most severely oppressed and 
ail~sidedly exploited of all the people who make up the 
American nation of the United States* 

"The Negroes in the United States are not 
constituted as a separate nation. Rather,, they have the 
characteristics of a racially distinctive people or 
nationality who are a historically determined component 
part of the American nation of the United States ♦ 

# • ♦ • 

"To conclude that the Negro people in the United 
States are not a, nation is not to say that the Negrc? 
question in the U.S* is not a national question. It is 
indeed a national question. The question is, however, a 
national question of what type, with what distinguishing 
characteristics, calling for' what strategic concept for 
its solution? 

"In reference to the national question one must 
above all be guided "by Lenin's admonition that no problem 
pan be presented for practical solution if represented 
in isolation. The particular national question must be 
viewed and represented at all times in the context of its 
total relationships to thebhistorical primary social 
forces. That is to say, it would be a reckless exercise 
to present the Negro question in the United States divorced 
from the historical and social national arjd world influences 
and relationships which bear upon and in large measure decide 
the frame in which it can achieve resolution. 



"It is not at all necessary to deny the fact that the 
Negro people in tie area of their majority in the Deep South 
exhibit to one degree or another characteristics common to 
distinctive nations in order to establish the fact that 
such nation-like attributes are not determinative for either 
the solution or representation of the Negro question in 
the United States* Such characteristics cannot of thepw 
selves mark out the course of development and pathway to 
Negro freedom. 



"The relevance of the general principle of self- 
determination to the reality of the Negrp- people 1 s status 
and outlook in the U # S^ can be expressed as follows: 
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"The right of a. people — irrespective of their level 
of, or cSrection of development as a national entity — to 
act in concert , or in alliance with fraternal classes 
and peoples, under the direction of their own leadership, 
after the fashion they may choose, in pursuance of their own 
goal of freedom as they so conceive and construe it to he 
at any given moment, is an inalienable democratic right 
of that people which can neither be acceded or withdrawn 
by any other power. In this sense, the right to self- 
determination is to the commupity what the right to 
freedom of conscience and freedom of political choice 
is to the individual .." 

In this document JACKSON set forth five immediate 
objectives of "the Negro freedom course." These objectives 
are: 

1. t Force the Government and courts to make 
concessions toward the securing and enforcing of the 
equal rights of Negroes against segregation and dis- 
crimination. 

2. - To force industries to drop barriers against 
the employment, training, and upgrading of Negroes. 

3. - To force landlords to yield concessions 

on the plantations and to better the lot of the working 
farmers . 

4. - To force public and private institutions to 
abandon one restrictive measure after another. 

5. - To secure effective representation in 
government at all levels. 

JACKSON also pointed out in this article that 
in order to better the Negroe's position in the South, 
the Party should organize the unorganized Southern 
workers of factory and farm and should strengthen the 
presence and activity of Left forces in the trade unions.

On July 8, 1958, T-29 advised JIM WEST 
stated on July 7 f 1958, it was decided at the June 28 and 29,195% 
National Committee meeting of the CP, USA that a 
national commission would be set up for youth work. 

On July 31, 1958, T-30 advised that on 
July 26, 1958, AL LANNON stated that the youth who 
attended the last World Youth Festival have formed 
a youth group which is not identified by name but 
which LANNON described as a Marxist-Leninist organization 
with no affiliations. LANNON added that he had been 
in constant touch with a member of this, organization 
who thought it wuuld,.be a good idea to get a charter 
from the Party and form a young Communist group. 
To this, LANNON stated he replied in the negative 
as he felt there is no Communist Party today. 
LANNON' further indicated that this youth group is 
spreading all over the country and that this group could 
bring the Party out of the mess St is in today. 

"The Worker" for August 17, 1958, page 9, 
column 2, contains the f ollowirig : 

"The seventh World Youth Festival will be 
held in Vienna in the summer of 1959. 

"Dedicated to 'peace and friendship? last year's 
festival in Moscow was attsnded by 34,000 youth from' 131 
nations . My God,, I never knew there were that many nations .... 

"In an appeal to American youth to begin work 
NOW on a cultural program for the 1959 festival, the U .S. 
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Festival Committee notes that for *the first time the 

bi-annual event will be held in a western country. 1 

It noted further that last year there were 679 

concerts, a jazz competition in which 16 bands took parts, 

50 films shown, and 1,872 sports events, and that ■ 

'in none of these events were the American participants 

able to take part fully because of lack of organization 

support of the Festival. 1 " 

"The U.S. Festival Committee has offices at 
27 West 84 Street, New York 24." 

Volume one, #5, of "Party Affairs" for 
September, 1958, page one, column two, under the caption 
"For Party Action on Youth Work" contains an article 
headed "On the Problems of Youth, " by EARL DURHAM. 

This article notes that the youth question has 
become one of the most significant problems facing the 
country and that growing numbers of people are 
seeking the answers to the shameful conditions that 
prevent youth from enjoying a peaceful, happy and 
secure future. As jet, "our Party has not' found 
the way to a fundamental evaluation and estimate of this 
major question" which "seems to be the biggest victim 
of the past year's debate." 

DURHAM further notes that after some preliminary 
discussions in djfferent areas, it was found that a 
more fundamental approach was necessary - one that 
leads to immediate programmatic and organizational measures 
and also urges that each district take steps to 
organize discussions and activities with these objectives 
in mind. 

Next, mention is made of the economic status 
of youth, and factors sharply affecting the younger 
workers are listed as: 
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A) Lower seniority and less Job experience, 
leading to a higher lay-off rate; 

B) Less coverage by trade union benefits; 

C) Refusal of employers to hire young men 
subject to the draft; 

C) Entrance of many high school and college 
graduates into the labor market in a period of high 
unemployment among older established workers; 

E) Lack of training for specialized skills 
due to inadequate educational opportunities; 

Next, DURHAM makes mention of the additional 
major questions facing youth, which are as follows: 

1) The continued rise in juvenile delinquency 
rates, noting that "we" must struggle against lumping 
all youths as delinquents; 

2) The crisis in U.S. eduation due to a 
shortage of classrooms, excess of pupils and a growing 
shortage of teachers. Financial difficulties of 
students makes the need for Federal aid for students 
more acute; 

3) The struggle for school desegregation 
and an. -end to all forms of Jim Crow; 

4} More examination of the objectives and 
purposes of "our !t educational system from the viewpoint 
of peaceful competition with the Soviet Union and to 
combat the education-for-war thesis of the imperialists. 

Continuing the article, it next deals with 
the organizations of youth, stressing that this must go 
hand in hand with the struggle the entire Party must 
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wage on the youth question. He stated that the long-r 
range outlook must include the establishment of a 
Marxist-Leninist youth organization in America. To 
develop the perspective of such a new organization, 
attention should be given to setting up groups 'of young 
comrades to work among youth, to have special cultural 
and educational programs dealing with their problems 
and to study past youth movements and organizations. 

DURHAM states %n this article that it would 
be premature to call for its formation at this timej 
but certain steps leading in this direction should be 
given consideration in' each district. A committee 
should be set-up to discuss the yquth question and 
work out tasks and assignments* More attention 
should be given to work of youth clubs and where 
necessary, these clubs should be organized. 
Ixi conclusion, DURHAM states that nationally, a sub-* 
committee of, the National Executive Committee 
should be set up, headed by a youth director and 
consideration should be given to a, Party youth 
publication to help stimulate discussion and organization. 

Volume one, #5 of n Party Affairs, n for 
September, 1958* page one, column 3j under the caption 
h Por Party Action on Youth WorK* 11 contains an article 
headed "For a Marxist Policy on Youth, by ROBERT 
THOMPSON (Excerpts From Report to National Committee) . 11 

• In this article, THOMPSON contends that the 
most fundamental question facing youth today is whether 
or not they pan find a place for themselves in the 
productive life of the nation. THOMPSON states that 
the problems facing graduating classes this year 
demand more group struggle, not individual compliance. 
The corporations have closed their doors to the youth, 
who must turn to labor for initiating the formulation 
and enactment of youth legislation. The labor-youth 
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alliance must be restored and above all, youth must 
turn to itself to find f orr^s for an* orgaftized left 
in its ranks for a united progressive social force 
in the nation* . 

This article contends that it is time to 
start paying attention to the youth and their problems. 
The first thing that the Party can do is remember 
th^t there is a tremendous gap between the 
experience of Marxist workers of the age level of 
35 years and over and the members of today r s younger 
generation. They are products of two different social 
periods. 

THOMPSON further comments that the idea the 
Party is old and senile is not correct for the 
Party is basically a Party of youth • There is a 
deep-going rebellious and pioneer spirit in this young 
generation of burs which could best be expressed in 
the battlecry: n Go Marxist, young man, go Marxist. 11 

The Party has a great role to play among 
today's youth and according to THOMPSON, th^s must st^rt 
out by listening to young people, by seriously 
undertaking to understand what is different in their 
life experience and by undertaking to assist, not boss. 
He suggested that the f ollpwing can be done by the 
National Committer between now* and its next* meeting: 
First 4 see to it that the Marxist press and journals 
begin ^systematic policy of carrying analytical 
articles and news stories dealing with problems and'* 
events of special concern to the youth. Second, 
begin development of a conscious cadre policy towards 
young people in and around tl^e Party. Third, become 
conscioLis of the fact that there already exists a 
wide variety of youth groupings in which young 
Marxists play an important part. The?e range all the 
way from study groups and young explorer social clubs 
through chorus groups apd bowling clubs. Fourth^ get 
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together on an organizational basis with a number of 
the young people who are already very active in attempt- 
ing to shape Marxist policy in the youth field. 

On September 2, 1958, T-23 advised that 
ROBERT THOMPSON on that date stated that the national- 
office of the CP, USA wants some kind of a meeting 
in each district and then three regional meetings, - 
one on the east coast, one in the middle west, and 
one o" the west coast, in regard to youth matters. • 

THOMPSON sa3d that the national office wants 
to get a Marxist-Leninist youth group started. This • 
organization would be distinct from any mass organizations 
or teenage groups. The Party wants meetings of persons 
who are presently engaged in work in various youth 
sections of the Party. THOMPSON said that currently 
in New York, a school is being conducted by the youth. 
However, there is a youth political action group in 
existence in New York. The national Office wants meetings 
of people who could form the cadre for this new youth 
organization. The national office will not set the 
pattern for the youth organization as long as it is 
a Marxist-Leninist organization. It will listen 
to the ideas of those who could form the cadre 
for this new youth organization. 

According to T-23, THOMPSON further stated that 
soon '.'The Worker" will have a special section devoted 
to youth problems. From time to time, this material 
will be placed in a supplement, which can be reprinted 
and distributed. The Party has already Visited some 
youths and asked them to write articles for "The Worker." 
The Party will let the youth write about anything 
as they feel their way along, provided it is not 
anti-Party. 

On September 2, 1953, T-23 made available 
the following letter, sent on August 29, 1958, by HY LUM2R: 
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"Dear Comrades: 

n In Comrade Bob Thompson* s report to the 
last National Committee meeting, it was proposed 
that a preliminary national conference 
on the youth question be held sometime in 
September . Having gone into the matter further, 
the NEC feels that the intent of this proposal 
could best be carried out through the 
holding of regional conferences. We therefore 
propose: 

"1. That one-day eastern seaboard, 
midwest and west coast conferences be organized 
to take place either in late September or in 
October. These should be attended by 2-3 
representatives from each district, primarily 
youth and adults directly involved in youth work, 

"2. That these conferences lake up 
the following points: 

a) Review of the status of Party 
work and organization in this 
field today; 

b) Chief problems of youth and 

the status of mass youth organiza 
tions and agencies connected with 
youth problems; 

c) Next steps toward the elabora- 
tion of a youth program and the 
ultimate emergence of a youth 
organization. 

d) Provision? for further study and 
preparation, leading to full- 
scale conferences to be held 
either around Thanksgiving 

or during the Christmas holidays. 
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"3* That as quickly as possible, a 
regular Youth Page be launched in the Worker, and 
that all districts begin immediately to contribute 
news and other material concerning youth on a 
regular basis. 

Pending the selection of a National 
Youth Secretary, the undersigned has been 
delegated by the NEC to give attention to youth 
questions. Any pertinent material or queries 
should be sent to him.

On September 15> 1958, T-31 advised that on 
September 13, 1958, ROBERT THOMPSON stated that HY LUMER 
had been delegated by the National Executive Committee 
of the CP, USA- to work with youth groups on a 
temporary basis, 

On September 15, 1958, T-31 advised that HY 
LUMERi'was leaving New York on September 22, 1958, for a 
two-months nation-wide tour to organize Marxist-Leninist youth 
groups. 

On September 29* 1958, T-28 advised that an 
Eastern Seaboard Regional Youth Conference, CP was held 
on September 27* 1958, at Yugoslav Hall, New York City; 
T-28 ad,ded that approximately 20 people were in attendance 
at this meeting, which included delegates from 
Maryland, Pennsylvania and New Jersey, in addition 
to those from New York, 

On October 1, 1958, T-r26 advised that the agenda 
for this youth, confernce held on September 27, 1958, in 
New York City, was as follows: 

1. Area reports from representative groups. 
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2. The integration march of youth in. Washington. 

3. The Youth Festival to be held in Vienna. 

4. Existence and status of CP youth clubs. 

5. The future and proposals for development 
of the youth within Party organization. 

T-26 further advised that BOB THOMPSON, 
who was present throughout this meeting, stated that tie 
300-400. Communist youth in the United States could 
best be trained for a, rolq within the P^rty by 
classes and discussions in Marxist -Leranist doctrines 
and theories. THOMPSON said that the youth would be 
given a page in n The Worker 11 and later their own 
publication* He stressed the need for a national organiza- 
tion of the youth clubs within the Party and suggested 
that the New York groups through the youth commission 
write a paper on th$ make-up, characteristics, 
functions and role of the CP youth. 

T-26 advised that the following proposals 
were made in regards to Item number 5 of the agenda:

T-26 further advised that arrangements 
were made for another conference to be held in New York 
on Saturday, November 29, 1958. ^ informant added 
that before this date, western and midwesoern 
conference! were to be held, the results of which would 
be submitted to New York. T-26 adaed that other 
areas, possibly Boston and Connecticut, in adaition 
to those present at this conference, would be in attendance 
at the November conference and that a national youth 
Party convention would be held around Christmas 
or early 1959. 

On October 6, 1958, Ml advised that 
national representatives and delegates of che U.S. 
Festival Committee met at the Hotel Woodstock, York 
r-itv on October 4, 1958. The informant stated tnat little 
Sas^ccSmpSshSd at this meeting on the 
nronosed structure for a National Festival Organization, 
SSy S to the suspicion of the Chicago delegates 
that certain New York Committee members have CP 
affiliations . 

On October 8, 1958, T-9 made available 
colored throwaway leaflets which were headed An 
Anneal to Youth, Take the Fight for Democracy Into, 
little Rock and Take American Troops Out of Formosa." 
This leaflet makes the following demands: 

No interference in the affairs of China. 

Withdrawal of our troops from Chinese waters 
and from Formosa. 

Demand the integration of Negro students. 
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Safeguard the public school system. 

Stop the violence against Negro people 
by the Kluxers. 

These leaflets contain the following closing 

caption:

On September 9, 1953, T-8 advised that 
a meeting of the National Executive Committee of the 
Communist Party ( CP), USA was held on that date at 
CP Headquarters in New York 0ity o The informant 
advised that during this National Executive Committee 
meeting V. J, JEROME gave a report on the "Jewish 
Question". 

According to the informant, JEROME cited 
figures as to the percentage of "Jewish" workers in 
various industries in the United States such as the 
garment industry, the food industry and the building 
trades industry. He also illustrated by statistics 
the percentage of "Jewish" persons in the United States 
who were employed as "employees" and who were "employers". 
The informant related that JEROME used these figures 
to point out that the majority of "Jewish" individuals 
in the United States were "workers" and that they are 
"discriminated" against by employers, in that they 
are not allowed to work in many industries. JEROME 
also discussed "Zionism", pointing out that during 
the first • quarter of the century Zionism received very 
little response from "Jewish"people in the United 
States, but since the formation of the State of Israel 
the popularity of Zionism had increased in the United 
States . 

The informant further advised that JEROME 
made the following proposals for the CP consideration 
regarding the "Jewish" field: 
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1. That the Party should pay 
attention to the student 
movement j 

2. The "JexdLsh" youth j 

3. Women's organizations! 

4. The unemployed 

JEROME further recommended that the Party's work 
should be sfrpaftg$fceaed ir > unions to which "Jewish" 
workers belong. He recommended that the Party try 
to increase the circulation of the "Morning Ereiheit" 
in order to help build or rebuild vital progressive 
organizations. JEROME also suggested' that the Party 
work for cooperation and understanding between the 
State of Israel and the Arab s-tates. 



The informant related further that after 
JEROME had given his report there was a general 
discussion in which ROBERT THOMPSON mentioned the 
various charges made against the Soviet Union in 
connection with the treatment of the "Jewish" people 
in the Soviet Union. In connection with this, THOMPSON 
cited the repression of "Jewish" culture and literature. 
THOMPSON denied that there was any evidence to support 
such charges and to illustrate listed the following 
items to the contrary, namely: 

"Jewish" Concerts in the Soviet Union 

Phonograph records in "Yiddish" 

Albums and drawings by leading 
"Jewish" artists. 
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THOMPSON raised the question as to whether 
or not there should be a publication of "Yiddish" 
and "Jewish" newspapers in the Soviet Union 9 and 
he mentioned the fact that the majority opinion 
was against this 0 THOMPSON remarked that it was 
not a question of whether or not "Jewish" groups 
existed in the Soviet Union but ivhether the State 
should subsidize them. 



According to the informant, as the meeting 
progressed JACK STACHEL spoke and he too cited 
statistics regarding the "Jewish" population in 
various countries of the world. He particularly- 
emphasised the large number of "Jewish" people in 
the United States ♦ At one point during the meeting, 
the informant advised that EUGENE DENNIS inquired 
if there were any materials reflecting the position 
of "Jewish" mass organizations on the issues of the 
A-Bomb or independent political action. According to 
the informant, JACK STACKED indicated in his remarks 
that they were unprepared to answer such questions at 
the present time. However, STACHJSL pointed out that 
there was a weakening of social consciousness among 
the younger "Jewish M people who itferq no longer joining 
organizations such as the Young Communist League and 
who were now all joining Zionist youth organizations. 

WILI2AM WEINSTONE the»i spoke and urged 
that the CP be understanding o£ the problems of the 

T i™m5L people a * d the bombings of "Jewish" synagogues. 
WEINSTONE pointed out that the "Jewish bourgeoi^o" 
had the best philanthropic organizations in the country. 
Concerning the "Jewish" organizations, WEINSTONE stated 
that Comrades" have gone into fraternal and functional 
groups. He mentioned, however, that it was not easy 
to raise the question of socialism in "Jewish" 
organizations but that such issues as "Peace" and 
"Negro Rights" could be raised* 
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The informant further related that EUGENE 
DENNIS then made the following recommendations which 
apparently were incorporated into the report: 

1 ? Political estimate of the 

role and policies of "Jewish" 
mass organizations such as the 
American Jewish Congress. 

2. Indicate in a preliminary- 
report the logical connection 
between "Jewish Nationalism 11 
and "Revisionism" 

3^ iChe "Jewish" question ,in the 
Soviet Union o In connection 
with this third recommendation 
the informant noted that DENNIS 
pointed out that this question 
should he handled by the Farty 
with great care.

On July 15 , 1958, T-,38, advised that, on July 13, 
1958, a meeting of the Educational Committee, People's 
Improvement Association was held at 617 Casanova Street, 
Bronx, New York. 

According to the informant, a series of forum 
meetings for the Pall was discussed and the decision was made 
that it was a must to invite one of the Islamic leaders who 
are making inroads into the Harlem section of New York City. 

It was the consensus that, while religion can be 
a unifying force with which to rally people, this is not 
true in the case of the American Negro. 

It was also pointed out that the Islamic faith 
could not better the lot of the Negro, since it preaches the 
faith of individuals in the supremacy of the male, the brother- 
hood of believers and the hatred of non-believers .

Finances and Circulation of "The Worker" 



On September 25, 1958, T-35, furnished information 
that Publishers New Press, Incornorated, publisher of 
"The Worker" had, as of June 30, 19!^, total assets of 
$27,194.10, liabilities of $115,427.68 and a surplus deficit 
of $88,233.58. According to the informant, for the six 
months period ending June 30, 1958, operating income amounted 
to $22,984.17, and operating expenses were $82,644.78, 
resulting In an operating loss of $59,660.61. This operating 
loss was offset by other income of $4, 235.87, resulting 
in a net operating loss of $55,424.74. Donations during 
the six months period amounted to $57,217.08, resulting in 
a net income over net operating loss of $1,792.34, for the 
six months ending June 30, 1958. Added to this amount 
was $1,307.37, from affairs resulting in a net gain for the 
period of $3,099.71. 

On September 29, 1958, T-4 furnished information 
concerning a report by JACK STACKED to the National Executive 
Committee of the Communist Party, on September 19-21, 1958, 
regarding the prospects and tasks in relation to the 
circulation and finances of "The Worker". According to 
this report, the total paid circulation, including circulation 
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outside the United States of America, has reached the 

figure of l4p00. STACHEL proposed that all party subdivisions 

take the necessary measures to carry through a three month 

drive, beginning in October, 1958, which calls for extending 

the circulation of "The Worker" by six thousand readers, 

and assuring its publication by raising the minimum necessary 

fund of $30,000. He reported that funds are immediately 

needed by "The Worker" to liquidate the debts accumulated 

during the summer and to press forward its current campaign. 

On August 25, 1958, T-23, advised that WILLIAM L. 
PATTERSON, General Manager of "The Worker", recently indicated 
the paper was not doing too well financially and that if it 
were not for the three thousand subscriptions obtained from 
Russia, the financial and circulation problems of the 
paper would be worse. 

Special "Newsletter" Published by the Illinois and Michigan 
Offices Of "The Worker" 



On July 7, 1958, T-19 advised that, according 
to SAM KUSHNER, the Illinois and Michigan offices of "The 
Worker" joined in publishing 3000 copies of a special 
Newsletter" dealing with the problems of the automobile 
workers and other trade union activities. 

THOMPSON Indicates Efforts To Contact Youth Will Be Supplemented 
By Establishing A Youth Page in "The Worker" and A Monthly 
Youth Bulletin. ' 



On September 29, 1958, T«36, advised 
that during an Eastern Seaboard Communist Party Youth Conference 
held at Yugoslav Hall, New York City, on September 27, 1958, 
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ROBERT THOMPSON indicated that Communist Party clubs and 

study classes would be utilized to establish contact with 

three to four hundred youths who were familiar with 

Marxian ideology. He said this would be supplemented 

and strengthened by establishing a youth page in "The Worker", 

and, eventually, providing a monthly youth bulletin. 

Increase in Communist Party Bulletins and Papers Noted 



The September, 1958, issue of "Party Affairs", a 
publication of the National Committee of the Communist Party, 
United States of America, furnished by T-9 on September 12, 
1958, stated that within the past year a number of Communist 
Party organizations have begun to publish community or Party 
bulletins. Among the bulletins mentioned were, "Party Voice", 
publication of which has been resumed by the New York State 
Committee 3 "The Comet", a four-page monthly bulletin issued 
by the Queens County Committee of which 1500 copies are sent 
to Party and non.- Party readers; "Searchlight", a two-page 
paper issued by the Erie County (Buffalo, New York) Communist 
Party; having a monthly distribution of 3000; "Moving 
Forward", a mimeographed monthly bulletin issued by the Communist 
Party of Missouri, and the Southern California Party 
Forum, a four page tabloid issued by the Southern California 
District, both addressed primarily to Party members. 



"World Marxist Review" 



On September 23, 1958, T-4 advised that the Communist 
Party, United States of America, has been urged by the 
Labor Progressive Party of Canada (the Canadian Communist 
Party) to increase the distribution in the United States of 
a new world Communist publication called "World Marxist Review" .

T-l, on September 2, 1958, provided a copy of a 
mimeographed memorandum prepared by the National Education 
Department of the CP, USA "on the 39th Anniversary of the 
CPUSA . There was also a notation that the contents of this 
memorandum would appear in the September. 1958 "Political 
Affairs". 

This memorandum recalled that Sept ember , 1958, 
marked the 39th anniversary of the founding of the CP, USA. 
It was explained that the CP grew out of the split between 
che Right and Left Wings in the Socialist Party over such 
basic questions as opposition to- World War I, an attitude 
toward the new Soviet Union/agproach to the sharpening class 
struggles in the United States. The split culminated in the 
expulsion of the Left -Wing from the Socialist Party in 1919. 
On August 31, 1919, in Chicago, one group among the Left- 
Wing formed the Communist Labor Party of America. On September 
1* 1919, what was described as a much larger group organized 
the Communist Party of America. 

The memorandum went on to claim that the CP is not 
a foreign importation, but rooted in the history of the American 
working class. It was said that the CP in the period of 
its existence has taken a leading part in struggles for 
various objectives « With reference to today, it was said 
thac the CP is emerging from a severe crisis, both ideological 
and organisational, and has finally re-established its 
Marxist -Leninist bearings and is beginning to resume its 
place in the economic and political life of the US, 
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The 39th Anniversary of its founding was pointed 
up as an occasion for advancing the strengthening and . con- 
solidation of the CP and the party districts were called 
upon to use this occasion for the start of a three month 
campaign with the objectives: 

1. Promotion of study and discussion of the history 
of the Party along with the circulation of such books as 
WILLIAM Z. POSTER'S "History of the CPUSA" as well as 

the study of the lives and work of Party leaders. 

2. Revival and expansion of the study of Marxist 
theory and use of Marxist classics; organization of classes 
and schools on an expanding scale, with special attention 
to classes for youth. 

3* Building circulation of "The Worker" and 
"Political Affairs". 

4. Increasing the fcempo of Party registration and 
establishment of clubs in all areas. 

T-7 has advised that on September 8, 1958, HY LUMER 
informed HERBERT APTHEKER that a meeting of the Education 
Committee was to be held on the evening of the following day 
and it was hoped that APTHEKER might attend. 

On September 9, 1958, T-8 advised>that ta^ Education 
Committee meeting was he3.d at the national office of the Cp 
on the evening of that day. In ha,s address to the meeting 
HY LUMER described it as the first meeting of the year and 
said that the group was confronted with thettask of re-estabr- 
lishing educational work on a national acale. LUMER 
admitted that classes were generally few in number. He. 
mentioned interest in the organization of Party forums and 
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noted that the question of the National Center providing 
speakers for tours had been raised, LUMER said that he 
thought that arrangements could he made for the use of 
such speaking tours. 

LUMER also pointed out that another pjrafcl&niexistecl 
in the circulation of mass literature and he noted that 
there were two pamphlets in publication, one on the ftssue 
of unemployment. He said that there was a financial problem 
connected with the publication of pamphlets and said other 
means may be used in order to cut costs noting that. a 
folder on the economic situation had been sent out and was 
found to be less expensive than a pamphlet. 

"Party Affairs" was stated by LUMER as a publication 
that had come into existence as a result of the latest OP 
Constitution, which document required that the organization 
publish an appropriate organ with an issue being presented 
soma time after each meeting of the National Committee. He 
then proposed that this concept be given up and that accounts 
of National Committee meetings be limited to articles. 
LUMER suggested that "Party Affairs" be used in a different 
way, that it be utilized for reporting what was happening 
in the districts and presenting material to the Party, 
He pointed these out as practical questions concerning education 
work and said there was a need for them to set up the 
necessary apparatus and consider the setting up of special 
committees for handling special phases of the work. 

T~9 f on September IP,, 1958, supplied a copy of 
a memorandum which disclosed that the Education Commission 
in consultation with other comrades, was urging that every 
club and section committee have at least one discussion 
during September or October on the question: "What shall our 
Party% $ai£oy be in the struggle for Negro rights and against 
white chauvinism? " 
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The memorandum directed that the report of JAMES 
E. JACKSON, to be published in the September, 1958, issue of 
"Political Affairs", be the basis for such discussions. 
Several questions were then set out as representing a part 
of discussion. The questions asked whether the Negro people 
in the black belt are a nation and whether the right of self- 
determination was the goal of the Negro people's movement. 
Also it was asked how the CP should further the struggles among 
white people for Negro rights and against chauvinism as well 
as how the struggle against white chauvinism in the CP itself sh 
should be conducted. Further, it was asked what is to be 
the role, now and in the future of various organizations and 
classes within the Negro liberation movement. Finally, it 
was stated that the next meeting of ^he National Committee 
of the CP would adopt a national policy on this question. 

The September, 1958 issue of "Political Affairs" 
published the, note that the October, 1958 issue would contain 
an important article by JAMES E. JACKSON on theoretical 
aspects of the Negro question.

According 
to the informant, JACKSON was not a delegate but attended 
one or more of the convention activities daily and also 
talked to the delegates both during and after these 
sessions.

On September 18, 1958, T-r3 furnished a 
mimeographed document entitled, "New Features of the Negro 
Question in the United States," by JAMES E. JACKSON, and 
dated September 20, 1958, This document carried the 
notation, "Not for publication." 

On September 19* 1958, T-2 advised that the 
aforementioned document was distributed at the first 
day's session of a three-day National Executive Committee

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. meeting beginning on September 19, 1958, with the 
instructions to carefully review this document in 
preparation for the second day's session of the NEC, 
wherein the Negro Question would be discussed in detail. 
In a section of this document, JACKSON indicates that 
in order to fulfill the historic role of the "leading 
force 11 in the freedom endeavors of the Negro people, 
the Negro workers must be fully organized alongside 
their fellow white workers in the mass organizations 
of their class, the trade unions. 

In this connection, JACKSON writes, n to 
best facilitate all developments in advancing the 
struggle for Negro rights, the * vanguard *, the 
Communist, should provide' the most concrete leadership 
to its forces in (l) the trade unions and (2) in the 
Negro mass organizations < These are the primary 
mass channels through which the Negro masses and labor 
movement are reached and rallied into the fight for 
Negro rights, " 

JACKSON comments th^t through the agency of the 
NAACP, almost all of the organized groups in Negro 
life may be reached, influenced and rallied to the 
struggle , giving as examples the Negro Voters League and 
the Baptist and African Methodist Episcopal Churches.
